She says the unseen hand of God 
took hold upon her, led her out, and led her 
back to loved ones. ‘Praise God, from whom 
all blessings flow!’ Oh, that God’s people 
everywhere would pray and trust more! 
God bless you and your dear people for 
what you have accomplished for this one, 
once sorrowful, but now happy home.” 

A letter signed, “Mary Magdalene,” says: 
“Sometime ago I entered your church for 
the 12:30 prayer-meeting. I had a heavy 
heart and troubled mind, for I was a great 
sinner. My step-father, a Jew, my mother, 
an ignorant Roman Catholic, I had never 
had proper training. I heard of your noon- 
day meeting and was curious to see and 





hear. Oh, I wanted help, needed help for 
soul, mind, and body! The service was in- 
teresting and instructive to me. I wondered 
all through the hymns, sermon (you preach- 
ed), and prayers, Will Jesus save me?

A SINGULAR IDEA OF RELIGION 


the readiness with which men make 
their own ideas of religion, regard- 

less of the relationship their views hold to 
revealed truth. The average man of ordinary 
intelligence allows himself to imbibe ideas of 
religion, even though they are not remotely 
connected with the teachings of Jesus. 
Many seem to have an idea that any relig- 
ion will do, no matter if it be not con- 
formed to Bible standards. Alas, for such 
ideals! 

A certain Dayton minister recently 
preached a sermon in which he said: 

“Materialism is hardening the conscience 
and spiritual consciousness of the world.” 

Then he said that he had been prompted 
to preach this sermon by an editorial in a 
recent issue of a morning paper—that he 
was surprised that a secular organ, such as 
a newspaper, should have an editor who in- 
terested himself in moral and religious 
things. In this fact, said the minister, 
there is hope. 


One of the city papers took up the ques- 
tion and gave expression with some freedom 
to the fact that many secular editors are 
religious men. That is very good so far, 
but what does he mean by religion? Does 
he mean the religion of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, or does he mean a form of religion 
which is convenient for the sake of respect- 
ability, but purely human? The editor of 
said paper may speak for himself and tell 
what he means. We can promise our read- 
ers an interesting expression of opinion, but 
we warn them to be careful and thoughtful 
to discriminate between what he says and 
what is the real truth. As one might ex- 
pect, this editor’s outspoken opinion includes 
too much—it will not have room for Jesus 
and His teachings, which are definite and 
mean something. You may expect him to 
give forth quite a mixture of religious ideas 
—not all by any means of Bible origin. We 
insist upon the right of individual interpre- 
tation in matters of mere opinion of doc- 


OQ: of the strange things of to-day is 


‘trine, but we also insist that man has not 


the right to make a religion for himself, 
or to change the religion of Jesus to suit 
one’s own notions. 


In reply to what the minister said as to 
his surprise, that the editor of a secular 
newspaper should interest himself in morals 
and religion, the editor to whom we refer 
said: 


There is scarcely an able, worthy, and 
worthwhile editor in this country who does 
not interest himself in moral and religious 
things. Why should he not so interest him- 
self? Is religion a something that can be 
monopolized? Is it a something that only 
certain elect servants have authority to ad- 
vance? Is it a matter of class, or of classes, 
or even of creeds? We had not thought so. 
We have known many editors, we know 
many editors, and nine out of ten of them 
were, or are, essentially religious men in 
the right sense of the term. They may not 
be regular attendants at any church; they 
may not attend any church at any time, 
though perhaps the majority of them do; 
but this may be said of them, they are 





consistently true to the trust reposed in 
them and earnestly aware of their responsi- 
bilities to the public in the matter of morals 
and religion. 

If all the editors of secular papers are 
disciples of this man’s teaching, we should 
not be surprised at the minister’s thought. 
Notice, if you please, the character of the 
religion this man professes to possess. He 
says they are essentially religious in the 
right sense of that term. Then he procedes 
to say that the religious editor may not go 
to church regularly, indeed he may not at- 
tend church at any time. And that is this 
editor’s idea of religion. It may suit him, 
but it is not in keeping with the Bible idea 
of religion, as we understand it. He may 
live what he considers a Christian life after 
that manner of service, but we could not, 
and we must admit that we doubt that any 
other man can, when he stays away from 
church of choice. Did not Jesus institute 
the Church in order to help His people live 
the Christian life? Did not Paul say to the 
people to whom he was writing in Hebrews 
(10: 25): 

“Not forsaking of the assembling of your- 
selves together, as the manner of some is; 
but exhorting one another: and so much the 
more, as ye see the day approaching.” 

Doubtless this gentleman did not recall 
the fact that his class of religionists were 
referred to, with disapproval, as in the pas- 
sage just quoted. Paul wished the Chris- 
tian people to avail themselves of church 
privileges, and to this end he urged them 
not to forsake the assembling of themselves 
together, as the manner of some is. We un- 
derstand him to refer in that thought, 
among others, to men who think you can be 
a Christian and serve the Lord, but never 
go to church to worship God, or to get in- 
struction in the life of the Christ. That 
sort of religion may satisfy a man who has 
formed his own ideas of religion, apart from 
Bible teaching, but we are persuaded that 
no man who knows Jesus Christ in the for- 
giveness of sin and in the blessed life He 
gives, can ever be satisfied with that kind 
of religion. We regret exceedingly that any 
man in this day of light, should allow him- 
self to promote such a religion as that which 
lays aside the Church of Christ, with its 
worship, its teaching, and its helpful social 
influence for righteousness. Perhaps our 
secular editor would say that he does not 
lay aside the teaching of the Bible. If not, 
then we are dreadfully mistaken, for when 
he disassociates himself from the Church of 
Christ it seems to us that that act is the 
very essence of laying aside the teachings 
of the Bible. 

Our secular editor declares that he is 
aware of his responsibilities as a public 
teacher in matters of morals and religion. 
Then, Mr. Editor, do you realize that you 
are teaching people, your readers, that go- 
ing to church, for the worship of God and 
for instruction in the divine life, is not at 
all necessary in religion? We suspect that 
the kind of religion this man favors, while 


its possessor would feel free to be absent 
from church regularly, or occasionally, as 
inclination might suggest, would neverthe- 
less amply justify him in going somewhat 
regularly to the theater, or to the picture 
show, or to baseball field, on Sunday. 
We speak not with knowledge of his individ~ 
ual life in this particular, but we do know 
that his religious principles will open the 
door for just that sort of a life. As a pub- 
lic teacher we must think that he has done 
his work with considerable success, for it 
has already come to pass that the Sunday 
attendance at church is often very small, 
while the picture-show halls are crowded. 
Alas, dear Mr. Editor, for the fruits of your 
teaching—the right of a Christian to go 
or not to go to church on Sunday! Many 
seem to be. taking advantage of your teach- 
ing and are staying away from the worship 
of God on Sundays, and all other times. 
And, why should they not feel free to dao 
so, if it is a fact, as you teach, that a Chris- 
tian need not go to church regularly, and 
not at all, if he feels disposed to be absent, 
as he can still be a Christian man. 

We wish the editor of the secular paper, 
read by the people, might be a real Chris- 
tian, in fact as well as in name. We admit 
that even this man has some religious ideas, 
but they are so mixed with ideas of the 
world as to be practically obliterated. It 
is much like a drop of perfume put into a 
bottle of decaying matter—it is so over- 
whelmed by the decaying matter that the 
sweetness of the perfume is lost. If our 
editorial friend would be a Christian, and 
honor the name he wears by the life he lives, 
let him be out and out a Bible Christian— 
then his life will count for righteousness. 
Beware, brother! We do not demand that 
you shall, in order to be counted a Christian 
in fact, be a member of my denomination 
—you need not feel yourself bound to accept. 
any human creed, but we do ask that you 
teach and live the Christian life, as taught 
in the Bible—the creed of all true Chris- 
tians! 


LEADERSHIP 


Unquestionably the Church of Christ 
needs leadership—it needs to be led in the 
ways of God that it may attain highest 
usefulness in the sphere in which it has 
been assigned to work. Naturally in the 
face of this need, we are crying out for 
leadership in the Church of Christ, but are 
we wise in our cry for leadership? We may 
ask and ask, and yet not receive, and for the 
reason we have asked amiss. Are we not. 
seeking to make men our leaders? We 
know of no better illustration of true lead- 
ership in the Church than that of a shep- 
herd leading his flock by the still waters 
and the green pastures. But there are shep- 
herds and shepherds. One is our Shepherd 
and the rest of us are undershepherds. That 
is the need of the Church to-day. We need 
the guidance and stimulus of a great 
LEADER. That is, as we see it, the Church 
needs good under-leaders under the direc~ 
tion of the one Master Leader—Jesus 
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Christ. Necessarily Jesus is the LEADER 
of the Church. He seeks good under-lead- 
ers—men and women who will lead under 
His Spirit. If the Church can get a good 
supply of these under-leaders—men and 
women who are anxious to follow Jesus in 
all the work of the Church and so lead it to 
the largest possible victories in winning the 
world to Christ, well. Oh, brethren, we need 
under-leaders—Christians who will be glad 
to follow in the lead of the one Great Lead- 
er. The under-leaders must possess His 
Spirit and be subject to the Father’s will, 
seeking to do their best for the glory and 
honor of Jesus as the Leader of the Church. 
To fill such a place is enough for any 
mortal, so far as the honor is concerned, 
and infinitely more than we are capable of 
filling, apart from the one great Leader. 
Yes, we do need leadership—we need to be 
brought under the leadings of the Holy 
Spirit, that the Church may come to her 
best and gain her greatest victories. This 
we can never do if the leadership of man is 
to have charge in full and lead as he wishes. 
Let us pray for leaders who will gladly 
live and serve under Jesus as the one su- 
preme Leader, and then the Church will get 
somewhere, and will do something, for the 
saving of the world. This is a vital fact 
in our present-day Church life and activity. 
We do need under-leaders, men and women 
who are endued with power from on high, 
who need to be, and wish to be under the 
leadership of Jesus Christ. To gain this 
end let us be much in prayer—that we may 
recognize the leadership of Jesus and follow 
Him to the end. 


WHY MUST MAN DRESS AND KEEP 
THE GARDEN? 


Many have been born with a question 
mark near at hand, and one thing these 
people never do is to tire of asking ques- 
tions. The harder the question, the better 
satisfied they are—they like to see the man, 
who is to answer, squirm and twist and 
try. But, after all, asking questions is not 
such a bad thing. If we should ask no ques- 
tions, we might get no answers, and if no 
answers, then we might live in the dark, and 
that is the most unhealthy spot of life—the 
darkness of ignorance. As long as there is an 
effort to be sensible in asking questions, in 
an ordinary way, questions are to be de- 
sired. 

But we are thinking of the question which 
heads these lines—Why must man dress and 
keep the garden? If man had nothing to 
do, he would speedily die of inactivity. In- 
activity is the source of stagnation, and 
stagnation is already death. God wished 
us to live and develop characters patterned 
after the character of Christ, and because 
of that fact, He must give us something to 
do. He therefore prepared a garden and 
sent us out to dress it and keep it in good 
order. 

Another question which troubles some 
people, not a little, is this: If God has 
power to do all things, why does He not 
make everything go just right? If God 
should undertake to make everything go 
just right, there would be just not very 
much for us to do, and that would give 
us the chance to be idle, and idleness is 
the curse of the human family. He leaves 
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things to be looked after by man because 
man needs just that sort of exercise to 
keep him in a healthy condition and able to 
do good in the world. He made the world 
and made man and put him here to dress 
the world and to keep it, so as to keep him 
busy, and He wants man to be kept busy 
because that is his normal and healthy 
state. 


Still another wishes to know, if God can 
do all things, why He does not stop the war 
and give the nations peace? The evil in 
man made the war. Now, our Father is 
waiting for the goodness that is in man, 
at least in Christian men, to put a stop to 
war and give himself to his legitimate task 
of keeping the garden in first-class shape. 
If God should force us to do right, He would 
deprive us of the glory of Christian charac- 
ter. He wishes us to make a wise choice— 
to choose what is right and good. The ef- 
fort to do that helps to bring us to our 
best in the physical and spiritual life. God 
is the author of right and freedom. Man 
makes evil by disobeying God and trying 
to show himself as some great one. Of 
course, the bringing of things to the point 
of our best makes a struggle among men, 
but even such a struggle is good when we 
know that it makes us more diligent in busi- 
ness and more faithful in all the relation- 
ships of life. Agony of heart and mind 
seems to crowd our pathway, but the strug- 
gle, produced by these conditions of agony, 
tend to bring us to our best, under the 
blessings of God. We are told by Paul that 
the whole creation groaneth and travaileth 
together in pain. That seems a fearful sit- 
uation, but out of the agony comes the 
larger usefulness of man, the purer charac- 
ter and the better life. 


Another suggests that in that case all 
these evils are working out the best inter- 
ests of men. Yes, that is true, we think, 
for the men who are yielded to God and 
seeking to serve Him and His purposes. 
“But,” you say, “are we to understand that 
even this cruel war is to work out the glory 
of God in the good of man?” You are lead- 
ing us into deep water, but do you think 
that God will permit a thing to go in His 
presence that He cannot in some way over- 
rule for good? Is it possible for even God 
to overrule the evils of the terrible Euro- 
pean war for good? Yes, we think so, but 
if you ask us, How? then we stand still 
and with bared head, we shall wait till He 
makes it plain, but we may even now rest 
in the faith that God is Master of this 
world, and we are His servants. He is tak- 
ing care and guiding this world to its 
right destination, and in doing so He will 
bring His own to their best. That is enough 
for us to know now. 


THE SECRET OF LOVING TO GIVE 


If men and women only understood the 
true philosophy of Christian giving, if once 
they could get the true spirit of giving, or 
if they could but maintain the true ideal 
of giving to the cause of Christ, we should 
soon have no trouble to get all we need for 
the support of the Lord’s work. The 
reason we are so loath to give, and are so 
picayunish in giving, is because we have 
not the right conception of the matter, 
neither as a duty, nor as a privilege. 
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The Journal and Messenger tells of an old 
German Christian man who had the right 
idea, and that idea made him a lavish giver 
to the cause of Christ. The old German put 
it this way, and he was right beyond all 
question. He said: 

“I like to give villingly; ven I give vill- 
ingly it enjoys me so much, I gives again.” 

That is just the truth of the matter. If 
a man gets no joy out of giving, you may 
be sure he will not be apt to repeat the 
experiment, but if like the old German, he 
gives willingly, he will like it so well that 
soon he will be ready to give again. There is 
a joy in giving which few people know or 
understand, and therefore a great many 
people give, not because they love to give, 
but as they say rather because they feel it 
to be a duty—they must do their part to- 
ward supporting the Lord’s work. That is 
perhaps better than not giving at all, but 
it is not half so good as giving so willingly 
and so gladly as to make you long for the 
time when you can again give something 
to help support the work of the Lord, both 
at home and abroad. Pray for the true 
spirit of the old German till you get it, 
and so learn to give liberally, liberally in 
proportion to your ability, and then you will 
find a real joy in giving. 

Many people are poor just because they 
have never honored the Lord with their sub- 
stance. If we would give to the support of 
the gospel and trust the Lord to give us 
more in place of it, so that we might not 
only give more liberally, but that we might 
have more both to use and to give. We are 
blinded by our own interests so that we au 
not see what the Lord is waiting to do for 
us. 

Learn to give liberally. To do that you 
must learn to give willingly, as the ald Ger- 
man said, and then you will enjoy it so 
much that you will soon want to give again. 
God’s way is always right, therefore seek to 
find out what His way is and then do it, 
with the assurance that you are pleasing 
Him. That will mean a blessing to yourself 
and good to the cause of Christ. 


A HINDRANCE TO FAMILY PRAYER 


One of the hindrances is the fact that you 
do not even try to have family prayer. You 
never will, unless you try. There is no 
trouble to have family prayer when there is 
religion enough to support it. Dr. R. A. 
Torrey, of Los Angeles, Cal., tells of an- 
other hindrance as follows: 


An unforgiving spirit is one of the com- 
monest hindrances to prayer. Prayer is an- 
swered on the basis that our sins are for- 
given; but God cannot deal with us on the 
basis of forgiveness when we are harboring 
ill-will against those who have wronged us. 
Any one who is nursing a grudge against 
another has fast closed the ear of God 
against his own petition. 

How many there are crying to God for the 
conversion of husband, children, friends, 
and wondering why it is that their prayer is 
not answered, when the whole secret is 
some grudge they have in their heart 
against some one who has injured them, or 
who, they fancy, has injured them.

This fact The Journal makes plain. It 
says: “In the sober aftermath of Georgia’s: 
tragedy and shame one conviction towers in 
the mind of all thinking citizens, in the con- 
science of all upright citizens, and in the 
purpose of all authorities who respect their 
office and honor their State, and this con- 
viction is that at any cost and any hazard 
mob rule in Georgia must be put down once 
and forever. We stand at a fateful parting 
of the ways. We must choose between gov- 
ernment and anarchy, between civilization 
and savagery, between the blackness of 
Haiti and the hope of our Anglo-Saxon 
heritage. We must choose now the safe 
and righteous eourse or henceforth go the 
path of deepening peril and disgrace. The 
unspeakably cruel and horrible crime that 
has been perpetrated by a band of law-de- 
fying men sweeps immeasurably farther 
than the issues of the Frank case; it sweeps 
to the very base of our governmental insti- 
tutions and challenges the very existence of 
our social order. The mob that wrested this 
prisoner from the State Penitentiary, where 
he was serving a lifetime sentence, and 
boldly drove him across the State and mur- 
dered him in lawless revenge and then ex- 
ulted in its deed—this mob has done far 
more than vent its fury on a victim; it has 
outraged and endangered a commonwealth; 
it has assassinated the character of a law- 
abiding State.”

A Remarkable Working Woman 


How often we have been heard to com- 
plain of so much to do! But really our 
ordinary tasks seem to have almost nothing 
in them, if we compare them with the work 
of the woman to whom reference is made 
below. Rev. J. L. Straughan, in The Meth- 
odist Protestant, tells of a woman whom he 
calls Mrs. K., and the work she did. It is 
enough to make most of us try not to com- 
plain again over what we have to do. He 
says: 


Some years ago I had in my pastorate a 
remarkable case, a lady who had affliction 
in her family during the entire four years 
I remained among them. Her mother had 
been an invalid for several years. I can 
not recall seeing her sitting up at any time. 
Her daughter lovingly administered to her. 
After a year had about passed, I was sent 
for to attend a funeral from the house. 
An aged relative who had been mak- 
ing his home up in Pennsylvania came 
down on a visit, was taken sick suddenly 
and died. The mother still remained a 
patient care upon her child. Some time 
during my second year the daughter of 
the lady came home sick to be nursed by 
her mother. After months of patient suf- 
fering, she died of tuberculosis, but leaving 
an infant child to the care of its grand- 
mother. It was carefully and tenderly 
nursed by her and remains in her home to 
this day. Toward the end of my fourth 
year the aged mother passed away. 

During all this time I cannot recall that 
our sister (Mrs. K.) had any assistance 
whatever. She nursed all of them till the 
end came, and then in Christian hope gave 
them up to the Lord. She did all of her 
housework as cheerfully as though no sick- 
ness had been in her home. She prepared 
and brought all of their meals to them. 
Everything about her premises was as clean 
as a new pin, even the yard and the flowers 
growing in it were beautiful. Not any- 
thing that I could discover but what was 
well kept. How she managed to do it 
was a mystery to me. Yet she did it and 
remained bright and cheerful all the while. 
Her husband, who was employed in the 
mill, had to have his lunch sent to him 
every day. She had a fine poultry yard, 
and the finest flock of white Plymouth 
Rocks I ever saw. 

How she managed to do so much work 
without one word of complaint is a mys- 
tery. But she did it, and not a great while 
ago she visited me, and when I referred to 
her patience in affliction she smiled and 
said: “I only did my duty.” Yet this 
lady laid no claim to any special gift, but 
continued it all in the light of a humble, 
cross-bearing child of God. Her church was 
nearly a mile away and her place was filled 
in it almost always, and when money was 
to be raised, she was among the most cheer- 
ful of the givers. What an example this is 
for us to study, to promote our patience and 
trust in the Lord. 


“Take time to be holy, speak oft with thy 
ord, 

Abide in Him always and feed on His 
Word; 

Make friends of God’s children, help those 


who are weak, 
Forgetting in nothing His blessing to seek.” 





Unwise Guessing 


One of the most unwise things in which 
many Christians engage is unwise guessing. 
That you may be sure of what we mean, we 
will come at once to the point. Some one 
has recently asked if we may hope to meet 
Tom Payne in heaven? What a question! 
For a hundred years Tom Payne’s name has 
been synonymous with the thought of in- 


fidelity. He has been long regarded as the 
rankest infidel of the years that have come 
and gone, and yet it is an actual fact, a 
minister of the gospel has asked the ques- 
tion: “May we hope to meet Tom Payne 
in heaven?” We take it for granted that 
there is no need of answering that question, 
for if Tom Payne is in heaven, then what 
is the use of making any distinction between 
faith and unbelief, between a Christlike life 
and an ungodly life? When a Christian 
has nothing better to engage his time than 
to muse over such questions, we come to 
one of two or three conclusions: 1. He 
does not know much of the Christian life, 
individually, or he would be asking ques- 
tions of a far different nature. 2. He is 
not much interested in real, living, Chris- 
tianity, or he would be looking in a different 
direction and seeking to know Christ in the 
fulness and power of the divine life. 3. No 
man who has the joy of the Lord in his own 
heart and mind will find therein a disposi- 
tion to imagine that Tom Payne is in glory 
with Jesus and the angels. Let us think 
and talk of better things in the Christian 
life, being assured that Tom Payne has 
gone to his own place, wherever that may 
be. 


A Division of Labor 


A wise providential arrangement is the 
division of labor. If all men had been made 
farmers, or if all had been made black- 
smiths, or all merchants, or all doctors, or 
all preachers, or all soldiers, what would 
have come to this world? In the infinite 
wisdom of God He made it possible and 
practical to give every man a place and a 
task, and, therefore, we have farmers to 
grow grain and other necessities for food, 
then blacksmiths to do certain work for the 
farmer, for which he pays, so that the black- 
smith can make a living; and then there 
are merchants to furnish the people with 
such goods as may be necessary, and so on 
we go, each laboring to meet not merely our 
own needs, but we are working to help 
others. No man lives to himself. He needs 
every one to help him, just as every one 
needs him to help him. What a wonderful 
network God has made of our human needs 
and of our ability to help! Let us each 
one fall into his or her place and do his or 
her best, for there are few forms of human 
life which are better than that which calls 
us to do for others. God’s way is still the 
best way! 


The Activity of Sin 


Men and women who are living in even 
nominally Christian communities know little 
of the real work and activity of sin. Let 
us give you a picture of such a community. 
In Tampa, Fla., it is said that there are 
15,000 Cubans, 9,000 Spaniards, 12,000 ital- 
ians. They are almost all engaged in cigar 
industries. In some way, though living in 
a Christian country, they have been alien- 
ated from all religion. Men are employed 
to read to them while they work, and much 
of the literature is bad, from a Christian 
standpoint, corrupt and bad. Rev. D. Car- 
rer, a native Cuban and a cigar maker, is 


now a Christian and a minister of the gos- 
pel. He is working as a colporteur among 
these peoples, trying to win them to Christ, 
but they have been so thoroughly poisoned 
that they are so unchristian as to make it 
quite dangerous to work among them. It 
is said that the life and work of the col- 
porteur is a dangerous one, and therefore 
there are not many who can be depended 
upon to do this kind of work. 





A Great Decline—What Does it Mean? 


It is stated in public print that there are 
in Greater New York City 1,300,000 Jews, 
of whom not more than 28,000 are members 
of Jewish synagogues. Last April the Sec- 
ond Avenue Baptist church tried to provide 
a service for them, seeing they did not at- 
tend the synagogue. Thirty thousand circu- 
lars were printed, announcing the meeting 
and inviting the people to attend. The 
Jewish press was very bitter, denouncing 
the effort. The Zionist Association did 
what it well could to make it a failure. 
These opposing efforts but helped to adver- 
tise the meeting. What a decadence of the 
Jewish faith has come to the Jews in New 
York City, that out of 1,300,000 Jews only 
28,000 are members of the Jewish syna- 
gogues. One of the men who was attend- 
ing the meeting called for the benefit of 
these Jews, tells of the results. The Second 
Avenue Baptist church was filled with Jew- 
ish people. There were present thirty cul- 
tured Jews of ability and education, and all 
of them were ready to testify to his faith 
in Christ. The like the Jews had never seen 
before. The great audience sat for one hour 
and a half, spellbound, while outside great 
crowds were trying to gain admission. The 
enemies of the meeting were determined to 
break up the meeting, and while they did 
not lack much of doing it, one thing was 
made clear that the Jew is hungry for the 
truth, and yet some of their leaders are de- 
termined that he shall not have his hunger 
satisfied. God pity the Jew, and may the 
day of his exile from the kingdom come to 
an end, when he shall return to the ways of 
truth and righteousness and life in Christ. 


| A Question Box 


Question—Do you think it is right for a Christian 
to attend the county and State fairs? 








If answering that question would settle it, 
we might undertake it and do our best, 
but since each man must be persuaded in 
his own mind before he will be likely to do 
the right thing, all we can say is what we 
would do in such a case. We speak only 


for one. We do not attend the fairs, either 
county or State. Our absence is due to two 
facts: 


1. . We do not like the atmosphere of the 
average fair. No doubt there are a good 
many innocent things which we could see 
with pleasure and profit, if we could see 
them, disassociated from the evils which 
surround them in the fair This cannot be, 
and therefore, we do not like to go, we do 
not go, and have not for many years, to 
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these places. True, the farmers make a 
show of their crops and their stock; and so 
far as we know, that is all right, but if 
you go in to see these, you must go in where 
many evils are flourishing at full blast, such 
as horse-racing, gambling, and drinking, 
and then about the first thing you will hear, 
or if you do not, some one else will, will be 
the fact that Mr. So and So, a member of 
the church at , was in the fair grounds, 
looking on where all of these evils were 
spreading themselves like a green bay tree. 
Taking this view of the situation, we keep 
out, and we think that is the safest thing 
for all Christians to do. 

2. As a Christian minister, we have no 
time for such things. We have better work 
and prefer to do it. We believe that we 
ought to take care of the time God has given 
us and make the best possible use of it. If 
you have better reasons than these for go- 
ing, we can but leave the matter with you, 
but we must remind you that you will have 
to answer for the use you make of your 
time when you come to the judgment bar of 
God. We feel the Christian is every way 
better off when he is strictly following his 
Master han when he is walking in the way 
of sinners. It is said if one goes among 
the pots he is most liable to get smutty. If 
he stays away from the pots, he is most like- 
ly to keep clean, and that is more important 
to the Christian than seeing any or all of 
the fairs. Keep clean! 








Question—Do you think there are such things as lit- 
tle sins? 

Looking at this question from man’s 
standpoint, we might say, Yes, but if we 
look at it from what is most likely God’s 
standpoint, we may just as truly answer, 
No. According to human standards some 
sins are little and others are large, but sin 
destroys, and the sin that is sufficient to 
destroy a soul and sink it into ruin is not 
a little sin. Sin is sin, and wherever you 
find it, you will find it to be a destroying 
power. Sin in any shape, form, or fashion, 
is dangerous—shun it more than you would 
a viper. 





Question—Do you think the tobacco habit is growing 
on the people of this early part of the twentieth cen- 
tury? 

Yes, we do. It is especially noticeable 
that smoking is gaining in favor with the 
people. The greater portion of men who 
drive automobiles seem to feel that they 
cannot drive till they can get a cigar in the 
mouth. Then almost every young man, cer- 
tainly a large per cent. of them, as they 
walk the street, walk with an old pipe, or 
a cigarette, or a cigar in the mouth. If 
these could only see themselves as others 
see them, surely they would quit smoking. 
We need a reform movement to check the 
tobacco habit. It may be long in coming, 
but it will come sooner or later. 





Question—What harm is there in taking a pleasant 
ride on Sunday evening? 

To ask such a question shows, as we be- 
lieve, that the party asking it is not quite 
satisfied that he is in the right when he 
takes any part of the Christian Sabbath 
for mere pastime, or pleasure. If you 
realize that some sick one needs you on Sun- 
day, and the sick one is too far away to walk 





to his assistance, we think there would be 
no harm in riding to minister to the sick, 
but the Sabbath was not made to minister 
to the pleasures of the flesh—it was made 
for the physical and spiritual well-being of 
man. Use it that way and be happy, or 
else suffer the consequences of a wrong use 
of it. God help us to grasp His thought 
and learn to do things in His way, even 
to keep the Sabbath holy. 





Question—Do you think the Sabbath day is losing its 
hold on the people? 

The Sabbath day is not losing its hold on 
true and devout Christians, but it is losing 
its hold on the professional church member, 
who has no saving knowledge of Christ, and 
on the masses generally. The attractions 
are so many and so inviting to a fleshly na- 
ture that many people cannot resist them. 
It is a pity to see men and women, other- 
wise good people, going wild over all sorts 
of Sunday amusements. The day is near 
when there will be no Sunday save to a 
few Christian men and women who hold on 
to God and seek to obey His Word. The 
masses are losing all reverence for the Sab- 
bath as rapidly as it seems possible. The 
thing for us to do as Christians is to stand 
every man and woman and child for a faith- 
ful and Christian observance of the Chris- 
tian Sabbath, and whether others will stand 
with us or not, we must stand, and having 
done all, stand to the glory of the Lord of 
the Christian Sabbath. 





Question—Is it your understanding that the heathen 
who do not get the gospel must be lost? 

We are too limited in our knowledge to 
answer positively. However, there is one 
answer, we feel safe in giving, and that is 
every heathen who knows, loves, and lives 
in, sin will be lost, no matter whether he 
hears of the gospel or not. It may be that 
the mere failure to hear the gospel will not 
send any one to destruction, but the mere 
loving and living in sin, with or without 
the gospel, will mean ruin to the soul so 
living. If you wish my authority for this 
position, turn to Rom. 2:12. It is not igno- 
rance alone that sends men to ruin, al- 
though ignorance is the enemy of the gos- 
pel, but it is sin, with or without the law. 
Sin, that is the deadly thing and the burden, 
carrying which no one can enter the king- 
dom of God. It is a fact, as we have been 
informed by missionaries on the field, that 
most of the heathen show a decided liking, 
even love for sin. The fact that they love 
sin makes it necessary to give them the 
gospel as the only way of revealing to them 
the sinfulness of their natures and their 
need of saving grace. This is why it seems 
so urgent that we send them the gospel. It 
is not then altogether a question as to 
whether the heathen can be saved without 
the gospel, but it is rather this question: 
Can we be saved if we do not send the 
gospel to them? You see, to have a good 
thing and keep it all to ourselves is selfish, 
and selfishness is sin, and whosoever sinneth 
shall die, unless he is made alive in Christ. 





Question—Can you tell me what is the proportion 
of Christians and Mormons in Utah? 


The total numberof Christians in Utah 
is 5,800, while the total number of Mormons 
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in Utah is said to be 220,000. This is an 
ugly comparison. Is the Church giving the 
attention to the Mormons they so much 
need? We think not, and our opinion is 
backed by the facts. The difference between 
5,300 and 220,000 is too great to tell any- 
thing that is creditable to the Church. It 
is said that two-thirds of the Mormons in 
Utah have grown up in the Mormon faith 
and know almost nothing of any other. We 
are told that in Utah and south Idaho 145,- 
000 people live, and they are chiefly Mor- 
mons, who have no Christian church near 
them, and so they are practically shut up to 
live and die in error, unless Christian people 
will busy themselves to send missionaries to 
them. The Mormon priesthood declares that 
it is a part of God, and that the other 
churches are not churches at all and that 
the Christian ministry is a spurious priest- 
hood, destitute of divine authority. It is a 
sad reflection that the churches of this coun- 
try are willing to allow such an off-shoot 
of Christianity to remain and flourish in this 
country as the Mormon hierarchy does. We 
ought to rise in the power that God will 
give in answer to faith and consecration 
and put the ugly thing out of our country. 
They claim not to be living in polygamy 
now, but a number of cases have been un- 
covered in which one man had a number of 
wives. We do not believe they have quit 
plural marriages, except in a few cases 
where it could not be indulged in without 
exposure and punishment.

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Pastor Russell’s Christ not the Christ of the Bible 


Out of thine own mouth will I judge you, saith the Lord.—Luke 19: 22

During the month of May, 1911, “Pastor” 
Russell conducted a very extensively adver- 
tised meeting for the Jews in Baltimore. A 
large sum of money, which has been provid- 
ed by “Pastor” Russell’s followers and sup- 
porters, was expended very liberally to ad- 
vertise this meeting among the Jews. Ten 
thousand copies of a Yiddish newspaper, 
published by “Pastor” Russell, and contain- 
ing an advertisement for that meeting, were 
distributed among the Jews, while large 
posters with “Pastor” Russell’s face on 
them were conspicuous on all the theatrical 
bulletin boards, advertising that meeting 
for the Jews, under the subject of Zionism. 
In his address to the Jews, “Pastor” Russell 
declared that the great error of Christen- 
dom is that they thought that the Messiah 
was an individual. The Messiah is not an 
individual, declared “Pastor” Russell, but a 
class, taken out from among the Jews and 
Gentiles. Continuing, “Pastor” Russell said, 
“I do not say but what Jesus will be iden- 
tified with that class.” 

The following quotations are taken from 
various issues of “Pastor” Russell’s official 
organ, The Watch Tower: 


God has provided a new mediator who has 
already given His life a redemption—price 
—Jesus, the Head, and the Church, the 
Body, finish of the sacrifice is in sight.— 
Watch Tower, 1909, page 46, Col. 1. (Com- 
pare with 1 Tim. 2: 5.) 

It is the merit of Jesus...... which must 
be sacrificed again by us His members— 
what is to constitute eventually the ransom 
price of the whole world of mankind.— 
Watch Tower, 1909, page 379, second col- 
umn. (Compare with the doctrine of the 
mass, as shown in Scripture Studies, Vol. 3, 
page 103, paragraph 2. See also Heb. 9: 25- 
26, Diaglott.) 

It was, therefore, primarily our Lord’s 
blood or death which was necessary to the 
sealing of the New Covenant, but by divine 
arrangement the blood or death of His 
Church is also made necessary.—Watch 
Tower, 1909, page 18, Column 1. (Com- 
pare with Heb. 10: 10.) 

The sacrifice of Christ, Head and Boay, 
has progressed for over eighteen centuries 
—when the High Priest...... shall have 
finished the sacrificing He will apply, ve- 
yond the vail, the blood, His own blood— 
the blood of His members—on the mercy- 
seat on behalf of “all the people.”—Watch 
Tower, 1909, page 52. (Compare with Acts 
38:18; Heb. 9: 12, 10: 12.) 

“Our expectation for Adam as a man of 
the world class, ‘all people,’ is that his sin 
will be atoned for in the end of this age.” 
—Watch Tower, 1909, page 316. (Compare 
with Hom. 4:10, and the comment on this 
verse in Scripture Studies, Vol. 5, pages 25 
and 26, new edition, unrevised, or old edi- 
ener 26, beginning, “The same apostle, 
ete. 

Adamic sin—“It was for that one sin, and 
that only Christ the Head and Body pays 
the penalty.— Watch Tower, 1908, page 321. 
(Compare with 1 John 2: 2.) 

St. Paul declares there is one Mediator be- 
tween God and man, the man Christ Jesus, 
who gave Himself a ransom for all. Should 
we understand this one Mediator to refer to 
the complete Christ, Head and Body? We 
admit that such interpretation as the ques- 
tion suggests has considerable force, and 
much could be said in its favor—Watch 
Tower, 1909, page 312. (Compare with Acts 
4:12; 1 Tim. 2: 4, 6.) 

Rather the sacrificing was allowed to con- 
tinue on a larger scale—a sacrificing of the 


Church, the members of His body being 
counted as a continuation and a completion 
of our Lord’s own persona’ sacrifice. (Com- 
pare with Heb. 10:10. 12 Diagle t. Acts 
3:18; John 19: 20.) 

Thereafter the great High Priest, head and 
body, in glory in the Mosc Holy, will offer 
His second sacrifice, namely His ransom 
price passed sacrificially the Church, His 
DOE. 00%0% thus at the end of this age Christ 
will offer to justice (represented in the 
mercy-seat) full satisfaction for the sin of 
the world—the Adamic sin.—Watch Tower, 
1909, page 310. (Compare with Heb. 7: 27, 
Diaglott; Heb. 9: 26. See also Watch Tow- 
er, 1891, page 18.) 

So Jesus has continued the offering all 
through this gospel age. He will finally 
complete this as one_ sacrifice—Watch 
Tower, 1911, page 25. (Compare with Heb. 
10: 10.) 

Grasping this mystery, it shows that the 
first advent of Christ in the flesh—for the 
suffering of death...... has been in prog- 
ress for nearly nineteen centuries—Watch 
Tower, 1903, page 140. (Compare with 1 
John 2:2, Diaglott. See comment on this 
verse in Tower of 1906, page 138, proving 
that the tense in the Greek shows that ad- 
vent “in the flesh was completed in the past, 
nearly nineteen centuries ago.” Why was 
this reference deleted from the New Watch 
Tower Bible Helps, yet it is found in the 
old, or first edition?) 

Not only does no mediator stand between 
us and God, but no mediator brought us to 
God. The Father Himself called us and our 
Advocate—Watch Tower, 1910, page 189, 
column 2. (Compare with 1 Tim. 2:5; 
John 14:6; 1 Peter 3:19; Heb. 7: 25.) 

When all the members of this mystical 
body shall have suffered “with Him’—ana 
when He as the great antityphical High 
Priest shall have offered up not only Him- 
self, but us, as His adopted members, then 
justice will have all that it ever demanded, 
and much more. It will have the one great 
valuable sacrifice of Jesus, and additionally 
the sacrifice of his members.—Watch Tower, 
1908, page 313, second column, first para- 
graph. (Compare with the picture of Je- 
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sus blindfolded holding the balanced scale, 
often referred to by The Watch Tower.) 

One of “Pastor” Russell’s publications, 
The Bible Students’ Monthly, contains the 
following statement of “Pastor” Russell: 

God’s plan for the salvation of the world 
is much greater, much larger, than any of 
us would have suspected—that it includes 
first of all the selection of the Church of 
this gospel age as members of the body of 
the great Christ, under Jesus, the Head. 

From the above quotations from “Pas- 
tor” Russell’s official organ, The Watch 
Tower, it proves that the system of Russell- 
ism denies that Jesus is “the Christ,” “the 
only Redeemer.”

Then Frances Willard, the noted world- 
wide champion of the temperance cause; 
Wilberforce, the staunch-hearted advocate 
for the abolition of slavery in the British col- 
onies; Abraham Lincoln, and a host of other 
celebrities—an innumerable company, as de- 
scribed by the Revelator, have made a grand 
success in life’s piece-work designing. And 
“hope, unfading hope,” bids faint hearts 
take fresh courage. As with that great 
stimulus to Christian Endeavor, there will 
still be many more fall in line with times’ 
future exalted procession.

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The Dedication at Conneaut, Ohio 


One of the interesting features coming 
at the close of the session of the Erie Chris- 
tian Conference at Conneaut, Ohio, Septem- 
ber 16-18, was the dedication on Sunday, the 
nineteenth, of the new Christian church- 
house. The day was ideal and the people 
were inspired by the messages and work of 
the conference and many of the members 
of the conference had remained to share 
the joy of the membership and unite with 
them in the dedication service. The day was 
filled with delightful services. The church 
was beautifully decorated with flowers and 
flags. The church was filled to overflowing 
at all three services of the day.

Other pledges and cash came 
in at the evening service, 
making a total of $2,500, an 
excess of some $700 above the 
amount asked. There was a 
joy in the giving that made 
it a pleasure. 


The church and equipment 
were then dedicated to the 
worship and service of God 
and His Son, Jesus Christ, 
the large congregation stand- 
ing and reverently joining in 
the dedication, being led by 
their beloved pastor. The 
dedication prayer was offer- 
ed by the writer. Many sac- 
rifices had been made for the 
erection of this large and 
beautiful temple of worship 
and for equipping it so well 
for service. 


Many of the people tarried 
and took lunch at the church 
again and gathered early and 
filled the church to hear their 
former pastor who had labor- 
ed with them some eight 


years, Rev. W. J. Young, Piqua, Ohio, and 
who had made a start toward the work 
which had this day culminated in this dedi- 
cation. It was a glad day for him and he 
was at his best and gave a most fitting 
message for the occasion. 

It was surely a full day, for in addition 
to the three sermons, the dedicatory service

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with the raising of funds, the communion 
service, Mr. Hermon Eldredge, that splen- 
did Sunday-school man and president of the 
conference, gave a Sunday-school message 
to the audience at the close of the morning 
service that was inspiring and helpful. The 
Christian Endeavorers held a brief service, 
too. And at the close of the evening service 
eight deacons were ordained. Dr. Burnett 
had charge of the service and it was an 
impressive one. Those assisting 
him in the service were Pastor 
Kemp, who gave the charge to the 
deacons; Rev. W. J. Young, who 
gave the charge to the church; the 
writer, who gave the ordination 
prayer, and Hermon Eldredge, who 
extended the hand of fellowship. 


The day will be long remembered 
by the members of the church and 
friends. A goodly number attend- 
ed from a distance. Pastor Kemp 
has done a splendid work there and 
is much loved by his people. Fully 
three hundred members have been 
received into the church during the 
past year, making now a member- 
ship of over 600, it being one of 
our largest congregations. There 
seems to be the best of harmony 
and cooperation between pastor 
and people. 

The church organizationis 
ninety-seven years old, having been 
organized May 23, 1818. Some of 
our strong ministers have been pas- 
tors of the church. The church 
with such a large membership, so 
well equipped, with a parsonage,

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do a large work for the kingdom in the year 
just before it. 

The new church building, with its equip- 
ment, fine pipe organ, parsonage, good loca- 
tion, is estimated at a value of from $30,000 
to $35,000. The building shows splendid 
workmanship, is of pressed brick, conveni- 
ent, extensive, beautiful. The pipe organ 
cost $2,500. There is a large gallery, a 
social room, a ladies’ parlor, class rooms, 
and the funds raised included amounts to 
place rolling partitions in the gallery for 
classes. 

The occasion throughout was a delightful 
one. There was a distinct spiritual uplift 
such that at the closing service after the 
sermon by the former pastor there was a 
demonstration on the part of the audience 
by standing that indicated a real dedication 
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of life. Hearts had been touched through- 
out the day by the sacred memories of the 
past, names of friends and pillars of the 
church, as they saw the large bronze tablet 
in memory of one, and the beautiful sky- 
light window for another, and the names on 
the memorial windows, were brought to 
mind. 

May the Conneaut Christian church fill 
her full mission in the world, contribute life 
and power to the Erie Conference, be true 
to her mission, and be a blessing at home 
and abroad. Several pastors of the city at- 
tended the services and participated in 
them, as did our own Publishing Manager, 
Mr. Netum Rathbun, Rev. Otto Halfaker, 
Rev. J. H. Shoultz, and others.

The Events of Passion Week---Christ Crucified on Thursday 
BY REV. I. J. ROSENBERGER, COVINGTON, OHIO 


It is well known that Friday is commonly 
accepted as the day upon which Christ was 
crucified. I call to mind no theory nor doc- 
trine that is so commonly accepted, without 
investigation, as this Friday theory of 
Christ’s crucifixion. I have taken pains to 
consult ministers, Bible students, on this 
question, and they almost universally con- 
sent to the Friday theory, but follow with 
the statement, “But there are some Scrip- 
tures that leave the Friday theory in doubt.” 
I have taken pains to trace up the facts 
on this subject, and it affords me pleasure 
to lay before you the results of my research. 
I concede that my subject is not vital, but 
is one of accuracy, and who does not wish 
to be accurate in his statement. A minister 
recently made the statement in his sermon 
that Christ was crucified on Friday. <A 
brother approached him and asked him to 
harmonize that statement with Christ re- 
ferring to Jona that “the Son of man should 
be three days and three nights in the heart 
of the earth.” What could or what would 
that brother say? My efforts are to save 
brethren from such needless embarrass- 
ments. I therefore claim my subject is of 
merit. 

I have found that Matthew and Luke give 
the events of the passion week, but are 
wanting in dates; but Mark and John are 
explicit in both events and dates. Hence 
to these authors we turn for testimony on 
my subject. The mariner at sea can only 
take his reckonings from the sun, or some 
fixed star. He traces the unknown by the 
aid of the known. We shall trace the seem- 
ingly mysterious date of Christ’s death from 
the known dates of Christ’s royal entry and 
His resurrection. It is of general admis- 
sion that these were both on Sunday, the 
first day of the week. All the commenta- 
tors and Sunday-school helps that I have 
examined so name these days. The first 
at the beginning and the second at the close 
of that week; hence we will assume the fore- 
going dates, and spend no time in trying to 
prove them. I ask the reader to turn to 
Mark 11:1-10. Here is the record of 
Christ’s royal entry into Jerusalem. And 
how humble was that entry, amid the cries 
of the applauding multitude! No grand 
display! No chariot of state! Simply 


heaven’s Anointed meekly sitting upon a 
colt, upon which man never sat; hence it 
was untrained. But I aver it was gentle 
and did not stumble. It was said: “And 
Jesus entered into the temple,” etc. 


This was the first day of the week. 

It will be helpful to remember that Luke 
says: “In the daytime He was teaching in 
the temple and at night He went out and 
abode in the mount called the Mount of 
Olives.” This shows how Jesus spent the 
week up to the time of His betrayal. 

“And now when eventide was come, He 
went out unto Bethany with the twelve,” 
verse eleven. This was Sunday evening. 

“And on the morrow, when they were come 
from Bethany, He was hungry: on their way 
He cursed the fig tree. And they came to 
Jerusalem; and Jesus went into the temple 
and began to cast out them that sold and 
bought in the temple.” Verses 12-15. This 
was Monday morning. 

“And when even was come, He went out 
of the city.” Verse 19. This was Monday 
evening. 

“And in the morning as they passed by 
they saw the fig tree dried up from the 
roots.” Verse 20. This was Tuesday morn- 
ing. 

“And they come again to Jerusalem: 
and as he was walking in the temple,” etc. 
Verse 27. This is Tuesday, in which He did 
much teaching, including chapters 12 and 
13. It is a surprise how much teaching 
Jesus did during passion week, when it is 
summed up as given in the four evangelists. 

Remember our time is now Tuesday, and 
Mark 14:1 says: “After two days is the 
feast of the passover and of unleavened 
bread.” The date of killing the lamb, the 
type, must agree with the date of Christ’s 
death, the antitype. Hence let us seek the 
date of Christ’s death from this clear text. 
Beginning our count, from Tuesday to 
Wednesday would be one day and to Thurs- 
day would be two days. Hence, Mark’s 
clear record of events with their dates 
places Christ’s death on Thursday. 


Let us seek John’s testimony on this ques- 
tion. John 12:1 says: “Then Jesus, six 
days before the passover, came to Bethany, 
where Lazarus was...... whom He raised 
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from the dead.” This text of itself does not 
locate the day of the passover, Christ’s 
death ; but verse 12 says: “On next day much 
people that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Jesus was coming to Jerusa- 
lem, took branches of palm trees, and went 
forth to meet Him, and cried, Hosannah!” 
This being the day of Christ’s royal entry, 
shows that it was Sunday; hence, as He 
came to Bethany the day before, He came 
to Bethany on Saturday; and John says 
that day was “six days before the pass- 
over.” Let us count six days from Satur- 
day, and we will have the day of the pass- 
over; and the lamb was slain the day before, 
on the preparation day, the day before the 
passover. Let us proceed with this count 
six days from Saturday; back to Sunday 
would be one day; to Monday would be two; 
to Tuesday would be three; to Wednesday 
would be four; to Thursday would be five, 
and to Friday would be six days, the day 
of the passover. And the killing of the 
lamb, and the putting away of leaven, was 
on the day before, on Thursday. Hence 
John’s record shows that Christ was cruci- 
fied on Thursday. 

Christ, alluding to Himself, says: “As 
Jonah was three days and three nights in 
the whale’s belly, so shall the Son of man 
be three days and three nights in the heart 
of the earth.” Hence, Christ’s prophecy of 
Himself unmistakably places His death on 
Thursday. The Friday theory makes this 
prophecy of Christ untrue. When Christ 
cleansed the temple, John says: “The Jews 
said unto him, What sign shewest thou unto 
us, seeing thou doest these things?” “Jesus 
answered, and said unto them, Destroy this 
temple, and in three days I will raise it 
up.” The temple of His body was raised 
up on Sunday; counting back three days 
will locate the day of His death. Let us 
count back three days; to Saturday, one; to 
Friday, two; to Thursday would be three 
days. This text locates Christ’s death on 
Thursday. False witnesses at Christ’s trial 
said of Him: “I am able to destroy the 
temple of God and in three days I will 
raise it up.” I believe these bad men cor- 
rectly quoted Christ’s words, which locates 
His death on Thursday.

The grandest fact in history is that Jesus 
Christ, the Lord of glory, has been in the 
world. 

And the most important fact of the pres- 
ent is that He is now in heaven making 
intercession for us (Heb. 7: 25; Rom. 8: 34; 
John 2:1). 

And the greatest prophesied event of the 
future is, that He is coming again. 

These three appearings are beautifully 
set forth in the ninth chapter of Hebrew: 

His appearing upon earth “to put away 
sin by the sacrifice of Himself.” Heb. 9: 36. 

His entering “into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God for us.” 
Heb. 9: 24. 

“And unto them that look for Him shal. 
He appear the second time, without sin un- 
to salvation.” Heb. 9: 28. 

While He was here upon earth He said: 
“It is expedient for you that I go away” 
(John 16:7) and He went away (Acts 1: 
9). He said, “I go to prepare a place for 
you.” But He promised, “If I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come again and 
receive you unto myself, that where I am, 
there ye may be also” (John 14: 2, 3). He 
gave us this promise as our hope and com- 
fort while He is away. He said: “In the 
world ye shall have tribulation” (John 16: 
33). “Ye shall weep and lament, and be 
sorrowful...... but J will see you again and 
your heart shall rejoice” (John 16: 20-22). 

Mrs. C. H. Morris gives us some beauti- 
ful verses along this line— 


Like oil upon the troubled waters cast, 

Like sunshine after rain when storm is 
past, 

So to the heart oppressed by sin and pain, 

The Savior’s promise, “I will come again.” 


What though the watching days be long and 
drear? 

What though the testing oftentimes severe? 

Sweet recompense for every pain ’twill be 

When in the clouds our coming King we see. 


Nothing can be more comforting to the 
Church, the bride of Christ (Eph. 5: 25-32), 
than this precious promise which our absent 
Lord has left us, that He will come and 
receive us unto Himself, and that we shall 
be with Him, to behold His glory (John 
17: 24). He has given us the Lord’s Sup- 
per, that we should take the bread and the 
cup in remembrance of Him (Luke 22: 19, 
and to show His death, till He come (1 Cor. 
11:26). We have this simple and loving 
memorial for a continual sign of this prom- 
ise during all the earthly pilgrimage of the 
Church (Heb. 11:18; 1 Peter 2:11), and 
through it we look forward from the cross 
to His coming when He will drink it anew 
with us, in His Father’s kingdom (Matt. 
26: 29), at the marriage feast of the Lamb 
(Matt. 22:2; Rev. 19: 9). 

It is a constant reminder of His promise 
pointing our eye of faith to His coming 
again. “He is faithful that promised” 
(Heb. 10: 22-24). And we are exhorted to 


have confidence and patience, that we may 
“receive the promise,” for yet a little while, 
and He that shall come, will come, and will 
not tarry (Heb. 10: 35-37). Some one has 
truly said that the coming Christ is “The 
very Pole Star of the Church.” And the 
Apostle Paul calls it, “That blessed hope” 
(Tit. 2:18). Jesus and the apostles and 
the prophets have given great prominence 
in the Scriptures to this inspiring theme. 
The early fathers and the Christian Church, 
for the first two centuries of our era, found 
in it their chief source of hope and 
comfort. The belief that Jesus was 
coming to reign with his saints on 
the earth, during the millennium, was 
almost universal with them. But in the 
third century there arose.a school of inter- 
preters, headed by Origen, who so “spirit- 
ualized” the Scriptures that they ceased to 
believe in any literal millennium whatever. 


When Constantine was converted and the 
Roman Empire became, nominally, Chris- 
tian, it appeared to many that the millen- 
nium had come and that they had the king- 
dom on earth. The Church, hand in hand 
with the world, plunged into the dark ages, 
until awakened by the reformers of the six- 
teenth century, who again began to pro- 
claim the comforting hope and blessed 
promise of the coming of Christ, and since 
that time the subject so long neglected has 
been studied and preached with increasing 
interest. 


I wish to present to you the neglected 
subject, the return of our Lord and I hope, 
by the help of the Holy Spirit, to do it in 
a way that you can see it with your eyes 
and feel the inspiration in your heart. I 
want to show you the perfect harmony be- 
tween the first coming and the second com- 
ing of Christ. Every Roman Catholic, 
Lutheran, priest, and Christian on earth 
believes in the second coming of Christ, 
even the Mohammedans believe it, they 
know He is coming back and is going to de- 
stroy the beast and the antichrist. There 
is a great difference as to the views of the 
second coming of Christ, whether He will 
come before the millennium or after. 


Were I to take a text for this subject, 
I would select Acts 1:10, 11: “And while 
they looked steadfastly toward heaven as 
He went up, behold, two men stood by them 
in white apparel; which also said, Ye men 
of Galilee, why stand ye: gazing up into 
heaven? this same Jesus, which is taken up 
from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen Him go into 
heaven.” 


In order to understand this subject, we 
must remember that the life of Christ on 
this earth was entirely a prophetic life. 
The Bible is called a book of prophecy and 
it is the only religious book in the world 
that teaches prophecy. A great many peo- 
ple are prejudiced against prophecy. I 





have heard preachers tell the people not to 
meddle with the book of Revelation. This 
showed what age they were living in. It is 
the crowning book of the Bible and the only 
book inside the Bible that Jesus dictated. 
But people don’t like prophecy. Yet the 
Bible is all prophecy from the beginning 
to the end. Jesus lived a prophetic life. 
If you go out in the country on a level 
piece of land just at sunrise, you will cast 
a shadow, and you can see your shadow 
extending behind you for one hundred yards 
across the land. Well, Jesus came into the 
world and He cast a shadow over all future 


ages. His life was prophetic of things to 
come. His words was prophetic of things 
to come. 


The second coming of Christ will corre- 
spond exactly with the first in all its de- 
tails. When you get an understanding that 
the life, words, and manner of Christ were 
prophetic of the things yet to come, it will 
make the life of Christ much more power- 
ful to you because it doubles the Bible, it 
quadruples the life of Jesus. If you stand 
before a mirror you will see yourself once 
and only once. If you hang up another 
glass close on the other side and stand be- 
tween the two, you may look either way 
and your image is reflected and rereflected 
a thousand times. People who take the 
Bible merely as a history, only see one im- 
age of Jesus, one mirror, but when they see 
that the Word of God is a prophetic book, 
it hangs up another glass in the future and 
standing between history and prophecy, 
they have the Lord Jesus multiplied a mil- 
lion times. Prophecy redoubles all the value 
of history. 

He shall so come in like manner. The 
word manner is a very peculiar word of the 
Greek. According to Dr. G. D. Watson, the 
great Greek theologian, the Greek word here 
is tropas and is the same as what we call 
a tropic. It means a tropic line. We all 
know that the tropic line comes right 
around the world in the center. In the fall 
of the year, on the twenty-second day of 
September, the sun goes south of that line 
and we have winter coming on and sum- 
mer is then in the southern hemisphere, be- 
cause the sun is then south of that tropic 
line. On the twenty-second day of March 
the sun returns from the south, and re- 
crosses the tropic line, and when the sun 
returns across the tropic line, he brings the 
spring of the year, blooming flowers, sing- 
ing birds, and the planting of crops. 


Now, that is just the same word that the 
Holy Ghost selects for the return of Jesus. 
When Jesus went away He left the world 
to undergo an autumn and winter during 
His absence. He is now off with the Father 
in the other hemisphere, and we are here 
struggling with the elements of the world 
in a moral and spiritual winter. When 
Jesus returns He will come back from that 
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distant band and recross the tropic line. 
He will come in the spring of the year, 
for in recrossing the tropic line, He will 
bring with Him God’s spring, the millen- 
nial spring, the world’s great spring, when 
the time of the singing of birds is come, 
and the voice of the Holy Ghost uses this 
word to show us that God compares the 
return of our Lord with the return of the 
sun across the equators, when he comes 
back to bring the spring and summer, and 
so in all things God teaches us by illustra- 
tions from nature that the spring and sum- 
mer and millennial glory will never come to 
this world until Jesus returns. It will be 
moral winter until Christ returns. We need 
furnaces, fires, camp-meetings, prayer- 
meetings, conventions, and have to pile on 
wood and coal to keep things warm for the 
saints, and then they will get cold on the 
inside in spite of all we can do. But when 
Jesus comes there will be heat to warm the 
world. 


If you look through the life of Jesus, 
you will see that the most prominent points 
in this life, will every one be repeated at 
His return. The first is this: At the first 
coming of Jesus, His birth was not herald- 
ed. No one knew the day or the hour when 
He was to be born. His birth was suddenly 
and unexpectedly announced up in the air, 
and nobody on earth knew it only the few 
people that were prepared to meet Him, 
accept Him, and worship Him. His birth 
was not announced to the Church, nor to 
the bishops, high priests, elders, overseers, 
theologians, kings, governments, nor rulers. 
But it was announced to godly Anna and 
Simeon and to Zacharias and Elizabeth and 
Joseph, also the wise men of Persia, who 
were on the lookout; only to a. few 
people who were thoroughly prepared 
to accept the divine King. God puts 
by the whole world, the whole Jew- 
ish nation, as a nation, but there was a 
company that God had prepared to meet 
the divine Jesus and to those it was an- 
nounced. And according to the Word of 
God, the second coming of Jesus will be 
exactly on that order. It took more than 
an empty profession to fit folks for the first 
coming of Jesus and so it will be at the 
second. 


It will take more than simply holding up 
two fingers, shaking hands with the preach- 
er, joining the meeting-house, signing a 
pledge card, and making a resolution to be- 
gin Christian duty, and be baptized—mark 
you, I don’t object to water baptism, it’s a 
divine command and I believe in it, but 
alone it will not save you and make you 
ready for the coming of Jesus. You will 
need the baptism of the Holy Ghost applied 
to your heart, which will make and keep 
you blameless (1 Thes. 5: 23), a glorious 
Church not having spot or wrinkle, but 
holy and without blemish (Eph. 5: 25-27; 
Rev. 19: 7, 8). 

When Jesus comes in the air to catch 
away His waiting saints, He will put His 
feet on the earth, and His coming to gather 
them to Himself will be made known to 
nobody in the world only the people who 
are prepared to meet Him. In the Church 
or not, in Christian or heathen lands where- 
ever they are, on land or sea, God will make 
known His coming to those people who are 
prepared to meet Jesus. They will hear 
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that voice. He will come just as at Beth- 
lehem, unannounced, unexpectedly, in an 
age when people are not looking for Him. 
He will come unheralded as a thief in the 
night. He will come to gather His saints 
out of the world and take them up to Him- 
self in the Paradise in the sky. We find 
a great many Scriptures on the private 
coming of Jesus (Matt. 24: 40-42). 

There are other Scriptures on His public, 
world-wide, universal manifestation, and 
because Bible teachers and preachers fail 
to distinguish between the Scriptures refer- 
ring to the Rapture, which is private and 
the first phase of His second coming, and 
those Scriptures referring to the Revelation 
which is public, and the second phase of 
His second coming, they get all mixed up. 

Dr. W. B. Godbey tells us the Greek 
language is the most perfect in the world, 
and God had made it for the purpose of 
embodying His Word. Every word has a 
special meaning, having no synonyms as in 
our English. The word parousia is a term 
used in the Greek to signify the first part 
or phase in the coming of Christ, when He 
comes to catch away His saints. But when 
He returns to chain the devil, and take 
charge of the world, which is the second 
phase of His coming, the word is apoca- 
lypse, which means an open, world-wide, 
universal manifestation. 

There is a parousia and there is an 
apocalypse. Jesus will come only to those 
who are prepared to meet Him (Matt. 24: 
40-42) and will not be with a trumpet 
sound, but a quiet coming to catch away 
those who are ready, to meet Him. Reader, 
are you ready? Now when you get the 
right view of the coming of Jesus, you can 
take the Scripture and locate every verse 
of it, and know just where it belongs. Je- 
sus says in connection with His coming to 
catch away the saints, there is going to be 
a great tribulation in the world, a judgment 
day—not of the dead—that comes after, but 
of the living nations. Then after teaching 
of the judgment of living nations, Jesus 
said, “You pray always” (Luke 18:1). 
What for? To keep justified? No. To 
keep sanctified? No. That you may get 
to heaven when you die? No. Pray al- 
ways, that when He comes as a thief in the 
night to catch away His saints (Luke 17: 
84-36). You may be counted worthy, and 
the Greek has it, “extra worthy.” Not only 
a nice, smooth, goody church prayer, not 
only saying or reading your prayers, but 
the emphasis is on the word worthy. Pray 
always that you may be counted worthy to 
escape the judgment and get out before the 
tribulation comes and that you may stand 
before the Son of man. 


Now that Scripture don’t refer to the 
time when He comes to chain the devil, 
but it does refer to the first phase of His 
coming and corresponds with the advent in 
Bethlehem. It is unannounced and known 
only to those who are prepared. And our 
work as ministers of the gospel is, 
to gather out a remnant, not only 
from the world, but from the visible 
churches; to find the Annas, Simeons 
Elizabeths, Zachariases, the shepherds, 
and the wise men, and they that are puri- 
fied and filled with the Holy Ghost, so that 
they may be prepared to escape the tribula- 
tion judgments and be caught up to meet

the Lord in the air, while the world and the 
nominal Church are left behind to undergo 
the tribulation judgments. Brother, are 
you ready to meet Him? 

If Jesus Christ were to come to-day and 
take away those who are prepared to meet 
Him, the world would not miss them. Our 
loved ones would miss us, but the world 
would go on just the same. Does -it miss 
those who lost their lives in the Iroquois 
Theater in Chicago, or those who went 
down on the Titanic? Do we miss the thou- 
sands killed in the European war of to-day? 
No. Well, the world would be here, the 
nations here, the nominal Church here, and 
everything here, but the humble ones, the 
blood-washed ones, the cleansed ones, the 
wise ones would be gone. This is the first 
step in the coming of Jesus, parallel with 
the Bethlehem advent. 

The next step in the life of Jesus, as soon 
as it was found out that Jesus was born, 
the whole world grew uneasy. As soon as 
Herod heard it, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. Scribes, Pharisees, 
the big ones of the Church and nations were 
alarmed. They knew His coming meant the 
downfall of this power, so they were uneasy. 
And the same thing will happen when Jesus 
comes again. Just as soon as the world 
finds out that the purified ones are really 
gone, a wave of alarm and uneasiness will 
come over the whole world. Jesus mentions 
another thing. He says there will be fear 
among the nations. Nations and their 
rulers and people will fear and tremble for 
the things that are coming upon them. 
They will know the tribulation judgments 
will begin at once. The unpurified ones of 
the Church, the Catholics, Lutherans, Epis- 
copalians, and all other nominal churches 
whose members are not thoroughly saved, 
all secret societies, all business organiza- 
tions, companies, and the Pope, will all be 
alarmed. May God help us who read our 
Bibles not to get things mixed up. You can 
find fifty Scriptures describing the alarm 
and terror which come at this time. These 
things won’t come until Christ comes and 
they won’t come in the millennium but just 
before the tribulation. As Herod was 
alarmed when he found the baby had been 
born, so all the world and the nominal 
Church will be alarmed when they find that 
Christ has come. Then people will scream 
and walk the streets and tear their hair 
and gnash their teeth. If Christ should 
come now and catch away the blood-washed 
ones, it would not be twenty-four hours un- 
til business men would be walking the 
streets and the whole world be in confusion. 
Why? Because of the things that are com- 
ing upon them. Just before a volcanic erup- 
tion there is always a premonitory vibra- 
tion in a mountain, and all the snakes and 
every thing living there leave it, except 
the foolish man who stays, but you can’t 
get a rat, mouse, or hog to stay on a moun- 
tain when there has been a vibration indi- 
cating a coming eruption. In like manner 
there will be a premonitory symptom, a 
staggering, reeling, just after Christ has 
come in the Rapture, and caught away the 
saints, just previous to the tribulation judg- 
ments. 

The next step in the life of our Lord is 
the flight into Egypt and is prophetic of 
His second coming. When Herod told that 
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awful lie, to go and search diligently for 
the young child, that he might come and 
worship Him (but he meant to come and 
murder Him), just then the angels said to 
Joseph, “Arise and take the young Child 
and His mother.” If the Pope had made 
the Bible, he would have put the mother 
first, and said, “Arise and take the mother 
and young Child.” But the Holy Ghost 
made the Bible and the Holy Ghost put the 
Baby first. How the Holy Ghost honors 
Jesus Christ! He comes first in all things. 
He must have the preeminence in the book, 
in our hearts, and in our lives. “Take the 
young Child and His mother and escape,” 
—get away to some foreign country! What 
for? To escape the tribulation judgments. 
They went to Egypt, to hide themselves 
from Herod and escape his wrath. This 
prophecy will again transpire as soon as 
the world finds out Jesus has come. He 
will take the saints and hide them. He 
will not leave them here where Herod can 
harm them. There are some brethren who 
teach that all of the saints will pass through 
the tribulation judgments. But I fail to 
find a single Scripture that teaches such 
doctrine. Every passage, without a single 
exception, teaches that the true saints will 
be caught away before the tribulation judg- 
ments begin. Not one drop of water fell 
until Noah and his family were safe in the 
ark; the fire never fell on Sodom until the 
saints had escaped. Isaiah tells us that He 
says, “My dead body was ratsed” (Isaiah 
26:19). That does not mean the individual 
body of Christ, but the official body, the 
saints. “They shall come forth singing 
from the dead.” When you rise in the first 
resurrection, you will come out of the dust 
with a song on your lips. “Come, my peo- 
ple, enter thou into thy chambers” (Isa. 
26:20). All who form the body of Christ, 
who have been raised from the dust, shall 
enter into their chambers. Where are they? 
Up in the sky. “Hide thyself.” How long? 
Until the tribulation is past. “For behold 
the Lord cometh forth out of His place to 
punish the inhabitants of the earth for their 
iniquity” (Isa. 26: 21). 

Every single Scripture bearing on the 
subject proves that the saints will all be 
caught away, before the wrath of God 
strikes upon the nations in the tribulation 
judgments. When Moses stretched out his 
rod over the Red Sea for the last time, God 
said, “Moses, your enemies that you have 
seen to-day, you will see no more forever” 
(Ex. 14:13). Their bones are buried yet in 
the mud on the bottom of the Red Sea. 
When Noah went into the ark, and the door 
was shut, he took the last look at the sinners 
who had cursed and despised him. And 
when Jesus appears and catches away His 
saints, as they mount up and go sweeping 
through the air, they will take their last 
look at saloons, dance halls, Sabbath dese- 
cration, and tobacco smoke. They will take 
their last look at sin and a world of sinners. 
They will bid an eternal farewell to all the 
cursing and wickedness, and all the sinners 
they see that day they will see no more 
forever. Hallalujah! That is God’s Word. 
Just as the Baby Jesus and His family 
made their escape into Egypt to hide them- 
selves until the days of antichrist are ful- 
filled. 

The next step in the life of our Lord as 
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prophetic of His second coming, is the shed- 
ding of blood. Just as soon as the Baby 
Jesus and His family had made their 
escape, blood began to flow. Herod found 
out that he had been deceived and he sent 
a regiment to Bethlehem with orders to kill 
every baby boy two years old and under, 
thinking that he would be sure to catch the 
infant Messiah that time. The blood that 
flowed in Bethlehem when the baby Jesus 
made His escape will be a scene repeated 
exactly when He comes to catch away His 
saints and hide them in a distant country, 
as God did the infant Jesus. Then the devil 
will marshall his soldiers for a great 
slaughter that will come at the beginning 
of the tribulation. The tribulation judg- 
ments will begin a world-wide war. Let us 
get that clear. Some folks think that the 
good people will not be taken away until 
the middle or close of the tribulation, but 
the very beginning will be blood and can 
be easily proved. God says in Isaiah 11 
that at the second coming of Jesus, and the 
judgments of the world, it will be just as 
it was when the Jews left the land of 
Egypt. All you need to do is to read about 
the ten plagues (Ex. 7-11) and you have 
it all. And the first of these ten plagues 
was the turning of water into blood. The 
death of the first-born was the last, but they 
commenced with blood. When we have gone 
up with the Savior and the world finds that 
the true Church is gone, the armies: of the 
world will be at stations which we are not 
familiar with, but they will break out in a 
world-wide war in less than six months 
from shore to shore, from pole to pole. 

Jeremiah says that in the day when God 
judges the nations they will be in a war 
from one end of the world to the other, 
“For thus saith the Lord, Take the cup of 
the wine of this fury and cause all of the 
nations to drink it” (Jer. 25:15, 16). He 
says some of the nations will not want to 
drink it and God will compel them, and 
every nation shall drink it and get drunk 
and fall down and spew and rise no more 
(Jer. 25:27). That is, they will rise no 
more in their national capacity, and you 
know that this Scripture has never been ful- 
filled. 


God says here in Jeremiah that He has a 
controversy with all the nations of the earth 
and with all the people on the face of the 
earth, and He says there shall come a noise 
from the ends of the earth and they will 
go forth from nation to nation, and the 
slain of the Lord at that day shall be from 
one end of the earth to the other end of the 
earth. The slain will be so many that they 
will not be wept over, and their dead bodies 


will be unburied and will be like dung on 


the face of the earth (Jer. 25: 31-33). This 
is a Scripture that God declares will come 
to pass in the judgment, not now, not in 
the millennium, but in the tribulation judg- 
ments. The tribulation judgments will last 
perhaps forty-five years and during that 
time two-thirds of the race will die. Those 
baby boys that died in Bethlehem were all 
martyrs. Of course, they were all saved 
and, more than that, they will all have 
martyrs’ crowns—they died for Jesus. The 
mothers of those boys, two years before, 
when Mary and Joseph went to Bethlehem 
and came to their doors and asked for lodg- 
ing, saw that Mary was soon to become a

mother and said, “No! No room here. 
Well, no, we could not take you in, in your 
condition.” She was refused an entrance, 
and went to a little boarding-house, but, 
finding no room there, went to a barn, the 
cattle vacated, and they cleaned out the 
place and stayed there. These mothers did 
not know they were turning Almighty God 
away from their doors, but if they had 
known the babe to be born of Mary, was the 
Son of God, how they would have welcomed 
her! And the world now is rejecting Jesus 
Christ. The world and churches do not 
know it because He comes in disguise. He 
comes in the shape of holiness, of humility; 
He is like the baby Jesus in His mother’s 
womb. They do not know God and Jesus, 
do not see Him in the holiness movement. 
You will have to go out among the cattle, 
go somewhere, but you can’t bring your 
drunkards and harlots in our meeting- 
house. History is always repeating itself, 
and these same mothers two years after- 
ward wailed and wept, because of the sword 
of the murderer, and the multitudes who 
are now rejecting Jesus in disguise will be 
left behind to undergo the tribulation judg- 
ments. 


The next step in the life of Jesus was 
when He showed Himself openly at the 
Jordan, and was trailed by John the Bap- 
tist. Jesus remained hidden for thirty 
years. He was seen a little while at twelve 
years of age. But He lived a hidden life 
for a certain period, and when the hidden 
life was over, then came the second stage 
in His first coming, and that was the first 
revelation. When John was baptizing in 
the river Jordan where there were fifty 
thousand or more, Jesus suddenly appeared 
in a world-wide, open manifestation. There 
was no flight now, no hiding away in Egypt, 
but where there were Jews, and scribes and 
Pharisees and Romans, He was made known 
to the whole world as the Messiah. Behold 
the Lamb of God! His Bethlehem advent 
corresponds to the parousia, but His Jordan 
manifestation was equal to the apocalypse, 
and He was heralded in His open coming 
by John the Baptist. To those of you whose 
minds have been trained to understand, this 
will be clear. 

Remember that Jesus, after spending the 
length of one lifetime or one generation 
away in the sky with the saints (during 
which time the saints are judged and get 
their crowns, and the marriage of the Lamb 
takes place up in the sky) will return with 
all His angels and with all His saints in an 
open, world-wide manifestation, and that 
will be the time when every eye shall see 
Him, and that coming of Jesus will be her- 
alded by Elijah. John the Baptist did not 
herald the birth of Jesus, for He was only 
six months old himself, but he did herald 
the open revelation of Jesus. And the 
apocalypse will be heralded by Elijah. 
Malachi says that Elijah will come to her- 
ald the glory of the Lord, in the great and 
terrible day of the Lord. Jesus had no 
terrible day, when He was baptized, no 
thunder, no lightning, no earthquake, no 
bloodshed, but the Bible says Elijah will 
come in the awful judgment day. So you 
see he has not come yet. 

The next great step in the life of Jesus 
was premonitory prophecy of His second 
coming and that is the climax. The climax 
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of the life of Christ was on the cross. At 
the close of the first coming He was crown- 
ed with thorns and hung on the cross as a 
criminal. Jesus on the cross went to the 
bottom of shame, sorrow, pain, suffering, 
and degradation. Never yet has man 
searched such a depth. He went down be- 
neath all sinners, under the wrath of the 
whole thing, under the wrath for a back- 
slidden Church, God hurled the wrath for 
the world upon Him, and He cried, “Why 
hast thou forsaken me?” He was occupy- 
ing the place of a lost soul. He was bear- 
ing all the sin of a lost world and Almighty 
God was treating Him just as if He were 
sin. That is where your sin and mine were 
put on the Son of God, and God treated 
that sin just like He will you and me if 
we reject Jesus. Jesus Christ on the cross 
went to the bottom. That was the close 
of the first coming up to that point. And 
to some extent will be repeated in the sec- 
ond coming, only instead of going down He 
will go to the top. The climax in His first 
coming was Calvary. The climax in His 
second coming, He will be crowned King of 
the world, King of the saints, and of all 
things. At Calvary the devil was on top. 
At the second coming the devil will be at 
the bottom. The crown of thorns will be 
exchanged for a crown of the King of the 
world, and His name shall be exalted above 
every name. 


At the first coming of Jesus, when He 
arose from the dead and spent forty days 
on the earth in His resurrected body, you 
will notice that forty represents a dispensa- 
tion. And these forty days spent by Christ 
on earth, after the resurrection, are the 
most neglected part in the life of Christ. 
Wise men and theologians are puzzled. In 
these forty days Jesus was resurrected and 
glorified and His home was in the air, and 
He came to the earth any moment; He ate 
and drank and came through walls without 
opening a door, revealed Himself and then 
vanished and went up in the air and was 
invisible and then appeared and disappeared. 

These forty days are to be repeated ex- 
actly by the saints in the millennial age. 
When you and I rise from the dead in the 
first resurrection, when Jesus returns and 
casts the antichrist and the beast into hell 
and reigns for a thousand years on the 
earth and the glorified saints reign with 
Him, there saints will live in the millennial 
age just as He did those forty days. We 
will be resurrected and glorified and can 
appear to people on the earth and preach 
to them, eat, and drink, and in an instant 
vanish and be gone and our normal home 
will be in the air. 

The devil is now in the air and has his 
headquarters up there, but the Bible says 
he has to come down and walk on the earth. 
And God is going to cleanse and sanctify 
the heavens, for that is to be our future 
abode during the millennium. 

At the beginning of the millennium the 
Bible says that only one-third of the human 
race will be here, but that one-third will 
submit and be saved and sanctified. There 
will be no more sickness, whiskey, tobacco, 
no dime novels, theaters, dancing, nor evil 
of any kind. Everything will be pure and 
the human race will multiply rapidly, and 
in a few hundred years there will be mil- 
lions of people and they will grow up and 
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serve God under the teaching of these glori- 
fied saints. St. Paul tells us, also John de- 
clares that Jesus says that the saints that 
walk with Him will come back and govern 
the world in the millennium. So if you 
and I walk with Him here, we will have 
the grand privilege of coming with Him 
and preaching the gospel. He will preach 
to one crowd and in an instant vanish and 
be in Japan and then in Chile. 


Now the infidel and the backslidden Chris- 
tian may not agree with me on this point, 
but my Bible tells me we shall be like Him. 
And we have looked at His birth, His flight 
into Egypt, the flow of blood, His open 
revelation, climax on Calvary, then His liv- 
ing on earth in a glorified state, and as all 
this is to be repeated at the second coming 
and, so in like manner as ye have seen Him 
go into heaven, He will come again. He 
went away blessing and attended by angels 
and He will come the same way. I believe 
the first stage of the second coming is just 
ahead of us. He is busy making prepara- 
tion. So let us ask ourselves the question, 
Are we ready for His coming? If not, I 
beseech you in the name of Jesus, get ready 
at once, for He is coming soon. 


God’s Word of promise still remaineth sure 
And those who to the end of life endure, 
Who over sin shall gain the victory, 
Shall live and reign with Him eternally.

THE LOOKOUT 
On Being Late in Meeting 


Last week the venerated pastor who for 
twenty years had shepherded The Lookout’s 
church-home passed into higher service. His 
life had been a particularly full one. Into 
every spare hour he had crowded some ex- 
tra task, and many a meaty volume had 
come from the pen of his “leisure”? moments. 
At the time of his death an uncompleted 
book was on his desk. 

Musing upon the irreparable loss that this 
unfinished task represented, The Lookout 
was lamenting that by no power could he 
have given a month of his comparatively 
unproductive life to extend his pastor’s days 
for the completion of that volume! And 
then in a flash of realization and remorse, 
he became aware that, on the contrary, he 
might have robbed the saintly man of all 
that precious, sorely-needed time! 

The Lookout was always active in his 
church. He can say without boasting that 
he has tried to bear his share of the work. 
Yet he now recalls that he could hardly 
ever manage to be entirely prompt at meet- 
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ings. He is aware that repeatedly the good 
pastor used to signal the organist to pro- 
long the prelude until he, and others like 
himself, should arrive. In a moment of re- 
gret, after the loss of his beloved leader, 
he fell to computing these little robberies of 
precious time. It is with confessions of cha- 
grin that he makes public those heart- 
searchings. 

Ten minutes late to meeting, fifty-two 
Sundays a year—the loss reaches a sad 
total equivalent to twenty-two working days 
of eight hours! And then if he add the 
committees and boards and special appoint- 
ments of those years—easily he found the 
missing month that might have completed 
his friend’s book! 

But that is not all. Further thinking re- 
minded The Lookout that in those meetings 
there had been an average of 500 people. 
Perhaps a hundred of them were as careless 
as The Lookout—for not a few good men, 
who would be indignant if their employees 
came to work ten minutes late, and good 
ladies who would be shocked at an equal 
lateness to dinner, still themselves sweep 
complacently into church between the first 
hymn and the second Scripture (so much 
more sacred have become business and home 
than the Church with them!) But counting 
the remaining 400 who have been robbed 
with the pastor of life’s most valuable asset, 
time—the astonishing total loss becomes 69,- 
360 hours; or 8,670 days of eight working 
hours; or nearly twenty-four years of 
working days! 

It was small comfort to reflect that the 
responsibility for this frightful loss could 
be shared with those hundred tardy compan- 
ions. The Lookout could not escape the fear 
that his influence may have helped many 
of them to drift into their habit of lateness; 
assuredly it had not helped to cure them. 
At all events, the shame of being a party 
to such a theft left him feeling far from 
self-indulgent in his judgment. Neither was 
it satisfying to remember that generally the 
meetings had been already in progress when 
The Lookout arrived, and so not really de- 
layed. For in that case something more 
important than time was lost: the spirit of 
the gathering was interrupted; the actual 
benefits were delayed, if not the beginning. 
The creak of hinges or pew-backs or new 
shoes, or the swish, swish, swish down the 
aisle—causing attention to wander to such 
extraneous topics as the probable price of 
my new overcoat or what my wife would 
next hoist onto her head—such distractions 
are more hampering to a meeting than hav- 
ing it start late. 

If this awakening shall lead him to im- 
prove his own slackness, and if his con- 
fession shall help others to see and act, The 
Lookout will feel that perhaps the untimely 
death of his pastor and the loss of the un- 
finished book may not have been in vain.— 
Japan Evangelist.

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SHALL WE DO AS COMMANDED? 


Is that a hard question? It is 
and it is not. Paradoxical as that 
answer may seem to be, neverthe- 
less, it is true. Under the Spirit’s 
power obedience is easy, but in 
man’s strength it is difficult, if not 
impossible. Obedience is the foundation 
of both service and sacrifice. If a serv- 
ant obey not, his service will offend 
the master. Obedience is emphasized 
throughout the Scriptures. Even Noah, 
in building the ark and filling it with 
two of every kind, was most careful to 
follow instructions given him. In Gen. 
6: 22, we read: 

“Thus did Noah; according to all that God 
commanded him; so did he.” 

So this preacher of righteousness set 
the key-note of the obedient and conse- 
crated life. He was careful to do all of 
his work as God had commanded. We 
shall find the great leaders in the work 
of God were always careful to do the 
Lord’s work as He had commanded. 
Abraham was true to the same key-note. 
In Gen. 12: 4, it is written: 


“So Abram departed as the Lord had spoken 
to him.” 

At first thought it might seem that 
Abraham’s task was an easy one, but it 
was not. It required heroic faith to 
obey. God told him to get up and depart 
from his father’s house and to go unto 
a land which the Lord would show him. 


Prompt Obedience 


Without hesitation and without com- 
plaint our hero obeyed and went out, 
not knowing whither he was going, only 
knowing that God had spoken and that 
he was obeying: 


“Faith is a grasping of Almighty 
power ; 

The hand of man laid on the arm of 
God— 


The grand and blessed hour in which 
the things impossible to me 

Become the possible, O Lord, through 
Thee.” 


Again, as if Abram had not been fully 
tested, the Lord gave him another call, 
more trying even than the first—it was 
a call to offer up his son, Isaac, but 
having learned obedience in the begin- 
ning, he found it comparatively easy to 
offer his son. In Genesis 22: 3, we read: 


“And Abraham arose up early in the morn- 
PP. svat’ and went into a place of which God 
had told him and there made ready to offer 
his only son.’ 

This was the climax test of his faith, 
but he did not falter till God bade him 
stay his hand. Thus through exact 
obedience Abraham has become the hero 


of faith to all the ages following his 
day. 

But the trial of Abraham’s faith was 
not sufficient for the trial of faith in the 
ages to follow, and so we find that the 
great leaders among the people of God 
have been tested each in his own day. 


The Artisan Must Obey 

In Exodus 36:1, we see this same 
exact obedience was required not only 
of leaders, but of laborers as well, as 
when we read: 

“Then wrought Bezaleel and Aholiab, and 
every wise hearted man, in whom the Lord 
put wisdom and understanding to know how 
to work all manner of work for the service of 
the sanctuary, according to all that the Lord 
had commanded.” 

Here we see two men engaged in 
building the tabernacle—doing the man- 
ual work—and we observe that they are 
just as careful to do their work as God 
had commanded them, as had been Noah 
and Abraham in their labors. From 
this we get the thought that all kinds of 
work that are good and serviceable to 
men should be done as the Lord has 
commanded it. 


Moses Was Careful to Obey 


Again we find Moses, the great law- 
giver, was just as careful to do his work 
as the Lord commanded as were any 
others already mentioned. In Exodus 
40: 16 we read: 


“Thus did Moses: according to all that the 
Lord commanded him, so did he.” 

We are thus brought face to face with 
the care with which these servants did 
the work to which God had called them. 
Moses displays great anxiety in making 
his report as to how he had built the 
tabernacle. For at least eight times 
within a few verses he stops to say that 
he did the work as the Lord had com- 
manded him. Thus showing that Moses 
felt that God’s approval and blessing 
upon his work depended upon an 
exact conformity to the directions which 
God had given him, and so, as he 
reported to the Lord the various stages 
of the work, he stopped and emphasized 
the fact that he had done it as the Lord 
had commanded. Not only did the Lord 
ask for exact obedience on the part of 
leaders and skilled workmen, but of the 
masses, for in Numbers 9: 23 we read: 

“At the commandment of the Lord they 
rested in the tents, and at the commandment 
of the Lord they journeyed: they kept the 


charge of the Lord, at the commandment of 
the Lord by the hand of Moses.” 


A Chosen Leader 


Here we learn also that God often 
speaks to the masses through a chosen 
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leader, as He did in this case through 
Moses. Notwithstanding the command 
was given at second hand, the children 
of Israel were very careful to rest when 
God said rest, and to journey when He 
said journey. 

We get another remarkable instance 
of God commanding even a leader 
through another leader. In Joshua 
11: 15 it is said: 

“As the Lord commanded Moses his servant, 
so did Moses command Joshua, and so did 
Joshua; he left nothing undone of all that the 
Lord commanded Moses.” 

Evidently both Moses and Joshua 
were more concerned about obeying God 
exactly than either of them was to be 
his “own boss and to do as he pleased.” 
In this day many a leader will refuse 
to take orders from another leader, feel- 
ing that to do so would be humiliating 
to his own dignity. It was not so with 
Joshua, for when Moses told Joshua 
what the Lord had told him to have 
Joshua do, Joshua left nothing undone 
but obeyed fully. 


Evidently exact obedience is the 
Christian’s stronghold upon God. If 
one dares to obey God, he thereby takes 
a claim upon the Almighty Himself 
for approval. In doing as commanded, 
there is no ground and no room for com- 
plaint of any kind. 


The King Must Obey 


Even kings found this to be true in 
reigning over their people. In 2 Kings 
18:6, we have an instance of this sort, 
for of Hezekiah it was said: 

“For he clave to the Lord, and departed 
not from following him, but kept his command- 
ments, which the Lord commanded Moses.” 

Thus we see that Hezekiah was glad 
to obey the Lord through the commands 
He gave to Moses, although it was about 
seven hundred years after the death of 
Moses when he thus rendered full 
obedience. Notice the emphatic lan- 
guage used of Hezekiah—he clave to the 
Lord, showing the zeal of his heart and 
the intensity of his purpose to be 
obedient, and well he might, for the 
divine approval depended upon his 
prompt obedience. We get another 
illustration of exact obedience in the 
words of Ezra (7: 23) where it is said: 


“Whatsoever is commanded by the God of 
heaven, let it be diligently done for the house 
of the God of heaven: for why should there 
be wrath against the realm of the king and his 
sons?” 


In that statement we have several 
emphatic ideas: 
1. That Ezra held that anything 


that God commanded should be done, 
not only as God commanded it, but that 
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it should be diligently done, showing 
conclusively that Ezra had a high 
appreciation of the advantages of exact 
obedience. 

2. Wesee from the latter part of the 
verse that Ezra understood that dis- 
obedience would bring the wrath of God 
against the kingdom. 


A Mistaken Idea 


Too many of us excuse ourselves from 
exact obedience by thinking that our 
way is as good as any, but the old-time 
servants of God did not so understand 
it. They felt, and rightly so, that God 
had authority to command and there- 
fore it was their business to obey. 


There were some in olden times who 
even dared to disobey God, but they paid 
for it by sacrificing their own lives to 
their disobedience. 


We have a conspicuous example of the 
destruction wrought by disobedience in 
the case of Nadab and Abihu. In 
Leviticus 10:1, 2 the case is stated 
thus: 


“And Nadab and Abihu, the sons of Aaron, 
took either of them his censer, and put fire 
therein, and put incense thereon, and offered 
strange fire before the Lord, which he com- 
manded them not, and there went out fire from 
the Lord, and devoured them, and they died 
before the Lord.” 


God’s Displeasure 


In this incident we cannot mistake 
the displeasure of God toward disobedi- 
ence. No doubt many of us are tempted 
to think that that was done for some 
cause unknown to us in that far distant 
day,—that it cannot apply to the matter 
of obedience on the part of God’s chil- 
dren in this day of the twentieth 
century, and ‘yet we know that God is 
the same, that truth is the same, that 
obedience is the same, that punishment 
is the same, and the displeasure of God 
against all those who dishonor Him 
must be the same, and if this be true, 
as doubtless it is, then it becomes the 
ordinary men and women, the church 
members of this day, to be very careful 
in all their services to do things which 
God commands them to do, according to 
His commandments. The examples of 
Nadab and Abihu are by no means the 
only examples of the displeasure of God 
as shown against disobedience. Many 
others in various ages of the world have 
suffered dreadfully through disobedi- 
ence to the commands of God. 


The Decline of the Church and Its Cause 

We hear much in this day of light of 
a decline of the Church, of the worldly 
church members, of their ignorance of 
the Bible and of the faithlessness of 
men and women who profess to follow 
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Jesus. Is it too much to assume that all 
this is but the fruitage of the careless- 
ness and indifference of the people of 
this age in not exactly obeying God? 
Almost every denomination of Chris- 
tians in the United States, and other 
countries as well, has been on the 
decline for several years, according to 
the statistics which are given as author- 
itative. Will any man dare to say that 
this condition of the people of God, at 
this time, is not due largely to the 
unfaithfulness of the Church and her 
ministers in not obeying exactly the 
commands of the Lord? 


Take as an illustration the matter of 
the financial support of the Church. 
God has explicitly and emphatically 
given direction by which money shall be 
contributed for the support of His work. 
It is always to be a free-will offering, 
and yet in the face of this plain com- 
mand, given over and over through the 
Scriptures, we find many church people 
who delight to forsake the Lord’s way; 
and doing so, they invent some way of 
their own to put the Church into the 
money-making business by socials, by 
fairs, by ice cream festivals, by bazaars, 
and a great many other things, wherein 
the Church is made to assume the posi- 
tion of a dependent, begging the world 
to come in and buy at fabulous prices, 
to replenish the treasury of the Church. 
Can there be any wonder that God 
Almighty has seen fit to withhold pros- 
perity from His Church under such 
rank disobedience as this indicates? 


No Authority for Indirect Methods 


If there is a line, or a word, taken in 
its true sense from Genesis to Revela- 
tion, which authorizes God’s people to 
raise money for the support of His 
cause in any of these ways, other than 
by the free-will offering, we have never 
found it—have you? 


Through the Scriptures God speaks 
expressly, commending to us the giving 
of tithes, of the free-will offering, that 
His house may be supplied with all its 
needs, financially, and yet thousands of 
men and women, whose names are 
enrolled upon the Church book, are 
daring to disobey God’s plain command 
and institute these other doubtful and 
untrue methods for supporting the 
cause of Christ. We are told that 
Abraham gave tithes of all he possessed, 
and Solomon, the wise man, said: 


“There is that scattereth and yet increaseth, 
and there is that withholdeth more than is 
meet, but it tendeth to poverty.” 


Then, as if emphasizing that thought, 
he further said: 
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“The liberal soul shall be made fat and he 
that watereth shall be watered also himself.” 


Shall We Put God to the Test? 


Malachi brought a great message to 
Israel, bearing on this thought. God 
desired him to say to his people: 


“Bring ye all the tithes into the storehouse, 
that there may be meat in mine house, and 
prove me now herewith, saith the Lord of 
hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven, and pour you out a blessing, that there 
shall not be room enough to receive it.”—Mal. 
3: 10. 

Nor is the New Testament lacking in 
instructions upon this very thought. In 


1 Cor. 16: 2, we read: 


“Upon the first day of the week let every 
one of you lay by him in store, as God hath 
prospered him, that there be no gatherings 
when I come.” 

Again Jesus lays special emphasis 
upon this thought, as in Luke 6: 38, 
when He says: 


“Give, and it shall be given unto you; good 
measure, pressed down, and shaken together, 
and running over, shall men give into your 
bosom. For with the same measure that ye 
mete, _Withal it shall be measured to you 
again. 

If the Church had the courage and the 
faith to step out upon that promise and 
obey God, not only in giving of their 
money, but in giving of their time, and 
their talents, and their influence, to the 
cause of Christ, the Church would see 
such a day of prosperity as it has never 
known in all its modern history. We 
find it hard to raise sufficient money for 
the support of the cause, and largely 
because we do not obey God. God’s bless- 
ing on what we have will multiply and 
make it ample to meet the needs of our- 
selves and of the cause of Christ as well, 
if we obey Him. 


An Abundance Was Given 


We have a remarkable incident, illus- 
trating this very fact, as given in 
Exodus 36:3, 4, 5. You may readily 
recall the circumstance. God had told 
Moses to call upon the people for an 
offering for the building of the taber- 
nacle. The offering was not to be gotten 
from an oyster supper, or a necktie 
party, or a bazaar, or an ice cream 
social, but the money was to be given by 
the people of God, freely given as God 
had commanded. The result was won- 
derful. Gifts came in such abundance 
that it was necessary to send and 
request the people to stop giving, having 
received enough and more. Human 
methods never bring such results, but 
God’s way brings these results. Alas, 
for the folly of man’s way as against 
God’s. What shall be the way of your 
service—God’s way, or your own? 
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Is God a Just God?

Nearer to us than breathing, closer than 
hands and feet, is our God. He is the One 
preeminently with whom we have to do. 
Without Him we can do nothing. From 
Him comes every good and perfect gift. 
We must one day meet Him in judgment 
(Heb. 4:18; Jas. 1:17; Rom. 14:12; John 
15: 5). 

The soundness and richness, the perfec- 
tion of God’s nature and character are well 
expressed—as well as expressed as is pos- 
sible in human language with so few words 
—in the Westminster Shorter Catechism. 
Do you wonder, by the way, that the com- 
mittee of the Westminster divines, when 
they took up the question: “What is God?” 
were humbled before the Infinite One with 
a sense of their inability to define Him? 
Who could put into words the sublime idea 
represented by the Word “God?” All 
shrunk from the task. Finally the youngest 
member of the committee was asked to at- 
tempt it. He consented, but begged that 
the brethren would first unite with him in 
prayer for divine enlightenment. Then he 
began: 

“Oh, Lord, Thou art a Spirit, infinite, 
eternal, and unchangeable in Thy being, 
wisdom, power, holiness, justice, goodness, 
and truth.” When he finished his prayer 
the first sentence of it was immediately 
written down and adopted as the most per- 
fect answer that could be conceived, as in- 
deed God’s own answer, descriptive of Him- 
self. 

Just a moment let us dwell on the all- 
sidedness of God’s nature. What attribute 
necessary to perfection does He not possess? 
When you read over that list of attributes 
can you add a single other quality to the 
Shorter Catechism definition of God? And 
the Shorter Catechism definition of God we 
recognize as the Biblical definition of God. 

Like the opal which has such a variety 
of colors, rich and radiant, and rainbowlike 
is our God in the kaleidoscopic fulness and 
diversity of His attributes. But no! Let 
us not liken Him to anything. He is unique, 
unapproachable, alone. “To whom will ye 
liken me? saith the Holy One” (Isa. 40: 25). 

Now it is because our God is so great 
that we must take up His attributes one by 
one in order to get a clear conception of the 
Biblical teaching concerning Him. Just now 
let us look at His justice. 


1. It is just as certain that God is just 
as that He is intelligent or holy. Says Dr. 
Chas. Hodge: “We ascribe intelligence, 
knowledge, power, holiness, goodness, and 
truth to God: (a) Because these are per- 
fections which belong to our own nature, 
and must of necessity belong to Him in 
whose image we were created. (b) Be- 
cause these attributes are all manifested in 
His works. (c) Because they are all re- 
vealed in His Word. On the same grounds 
we ascribe to God justice; that is, the moral 


excellence which determines Him to punish 
sin and reward righteousness. We are just 
as conscious of a sense of justice as we are 
of intelligence or of power. Consequently 
it is as certain that God is just as that 
He is intelligent or holy” (Sys. Theol. II- 
490). 

2. Again, when God’s Spirit convinces 
a man of sin, He convinces him of guilt 
as well as of pollution. That is, He con- 
vinces him that he deserves punishment and 
ought to be punished. Sinners know the 
righteous judgment of God, that they are 
worthy of death (Rom. 1: 32). 

8. Misery always follows sin. “To be 
carnally-minded is death” (Rom. 8:6). Sin 
and punishment are inseparable in the gov- 
ernment of God. The deluge in the time 
of Noah, when all the inhabitants of the 
world were destroyed excepting light per- 
sons; the annihilation of Sodom and Gomor- 
rah with fire and brimstone from heaven; 
the fall of Jerusalem and the wiping out 
of the Jewish nation; the ruins, visible to- 
day to the traveler, of Babylon, Nineveh, 
Tyre, and Sidon, and Egypt are monu- 
mental proofs that God punishes sin, and 
that He will in nowise spare the guilty. 

4, It is impossible, in a brief space, to 
adequately present the testimony of Scrip- 
ture to the justice of God. Almost the first 
words which God spake to Adam were: “In 
the day that thou eatest thereof thou shalt 
surely die.” 

The angels who sinned are reserved in 
chains unto the judgment of the great day. 

“The wages of sin is death.” 

“Our God is a consuming fire.” 


No more can men save themselves from 
being punished for their sins by philosophies 
or moralities, or devices of any kind of their 
own than they can save themselves from 
a raging conflagration by a covering of 
chaff. 

The whole Bible, from Genesis to 
Revelation, was written on the assump- 
tion that God is just, and abounds 
with reiterated statements and frequent il- 
lustrations of that truth. Sacrifices of blood 
were ordained because there could be no 
remission of sins without expiation. Not 
only is this stated as a fact under the 


Mosaic dispensation, but it is a principle’ 


applicable to all dispensations. Jesus 
Christ, the one great, all-sufficient sacrifice, 
would not have come into the world and 
offered His precious life upon the cross of 
shame, if it had not been necessary to satis- 
fy the justice of God by an offering which 
He alone was competent and willing to 
make. 


Through that unparalleled exhibition of 
long-suffering love, that sacrificial offering 
of uncounted and uncountable value and 
preciousness, God expressed His justice, for 
sin against His holy government must be 
atoned for. But by the same means God 
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also becomes the Justifier of all who believe 
in Jesus. For “not by works of righteous- 
ness which we have done, but according to 
His mercy He saved us.” 

“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” (Rom. 
8:25; Titus 3:5; 1 John 1: 8). 

“Back to fundamentals” let us go. And 
do not forget that God’s justice is one of 
them. Then let us bring it out of the limbo 
of forgotten truths. For we have much 
reason to adore God’s inexorable justice. 

Negligent church member! Sabbath 
breaker! Unbeliever! Beware of your 
danger! For “it is a fearful thing to fall 
into the hands of the living God” (Heb. 10: 
81). “For our God is a consuming fire” 
(Heb. 12: 29). 


DO MINISTERS STUDY? 


That seems like an impertinent question! 
And yet some recent conversations have set 
me to thinking about study, and about min- 
isters’ study. For ten years, while in the 
pastorate, I carefully observed study hours, 
spending time with my Bible, some sermonic 
literature, books of theology, and a wide 
range of other subjects, languages, science, 
and whatever promised to make me an in- 
telligent and devoted minister and helpful 
pastor. At the end of that time I was rude- 
ly awakened to the fact that my study was 
not what it seemed, and to the fact that I 
was really falling behind in accurate knowl- 
edge and power to reason out things. 

Again, for years my habit was to watch 
for texts and sermonic material, a consider- 
able amount of which I had so arranged 
that it could readily be made into sermons 
under proper inspiration. Is not much of 
what we ministers speak of as study just 
that kind of selecting of material and build- 
ing of sermons? Do we continue to acquire 
facts and new ideas and dig out solutions 
and principles, as we once did in our school 
days? Do we think new thoughts and fresh 
ones? Or do we content ourselves with me- 
chanical arrangement of already accumulat- 
ed material? 

Ministers can hardly afford to let their 
study degenerate into mechanical sermon- 
building; but they must, for their own good 
and that of their people, do some real think- 
ing. They can get the impulse through 
books and magazines, or summer schools, 
or from current events. There is scarcely 
a week in the year that current events do 
not afford subjects for intense thought. On 
this last point an experience of mine may 
shed light. Some time ago I was talking 
over events of recent history with a friend 
who has a reputation for hard study and 
thinking. My friend just dived behind all 
the events and showed me trends and rela- 
tionships and facts that had entirely escap- 
ed my notice, and that left me pretty much 
non-plussed. 

Perhaps failure to study is one reason 
why we are always being twitted about 
turning over our sermon barrels, and why 
we are supposed to have enough sermons 
for two or three years’ preaching, and then 
have to seek other parishes.

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NEWS OF GENERAL INTEREST IN THE SECULAR WORLD 


Premier Asquith has appointed a 
special committee of the cabinet to be charg- 
ed with general oversight of the war. 





During the year ending July 1, im- 
migration to this country dropped to about 
one-third of that of the preceding year. 





Saloon-keepers in Indianapolis have 
testified that they had contributed sums of 
money to the Democratic fund and also to 
the Republican party, thus aiding in cor- 
rupting elections. 








An official test at the New York navy 
yard recently of Thomas A. Edison’s new 
storage battery for submarines proved be- 
yond a doubt that it overcomes the deadly 
chlorine-gas peril, according to the an- 
nouncement of the personal representative 
of the inventor. 


In an attack by Haitien rebels on an 
American force, about two miles from Cape 
Haitien, forty Haitiens were killed and ten 
Americans wounded. The rebels have re- 
fused to disarm and the Americans are 
marching on Haut du Cap, in the plain of 
the north.—Sept. 26. 





Grapefruits originated in the West 
India Islands, and were supposed to be pois- 
onous by the natives, who fed them to the 
pigs. They did not know that what they 
had been wasting might have lifted them 
out of their poverty. It was an American 
who discovered the value of the grapefruit. 








Two kinds of gum have to be used 
on our postage stamps—a hard gum for 
summer, that will not soften and stick the 
stamps together, and a softer gum for win- 
ter and for cold sections of the country, 
like Alaska. The hard gum makes the 
stamps curl in cold weather. 


Grace Episcopal church, a landmark 
erected in 1868, and one of the largest and 
best-known churches in the middle west, lo- 
cated in Chicago, was destroyed by fire, 
September 26. The church, with a furni- 
ture company building of six stories near, 
caused a property loss of more than 
$500,000. 


The pension roll for the Civil War 
veterans has decreased nearly ten per cent. 
during the last fiscal year. A total of 396,- 
870 Union veterans remained on the roll 
July 1, 33,255 less than a year ago. Pay- 
ments to Civil War pensioners during the 
year totalled $156,668,771, compared with 
$172,417,546 in 1914. 


——On high authority, it had been stated 
on September 22, in Washington, the Amer- 
ican government will make no effort to se- 
cure safe conduct from the United States 
for Dr. Constantin T. Dumba, Austro- 
Hungarian Ambassador, until the Vienna 
government replied to the request that the 
ambassador be recalled. 


News under date of September 25 
says that a great storm is raging through- 
out Italy, causing floods and landslides. The 
vatican was flooded, but firemen and gen- 
darmes prevented more serious damage. 
Trees had been uprooted by the violence of 
the wind, and the wide overflow of rivers 











had drowned cattle. No human lives had 
been lost, however. 


—tThe French Ministry has issued a de- 
cree which provides that no traveler leaving 
France shall hereafter be permitted to carry 
out of the country more than fifty francs 
(ten dollars) in coin. The action is report- 
ed to be due to the scarcity of silver coin, 
particularly in the frontier regions where 
the people have been collecting coins and 
exporting them.—Christian Observer. 


——Dr. Richard P. Strong, head of the 
American sanitary commission in Serbia, is 
on his way to the United States. He said 
that the majority of the American doctors 
who have been engaged in Red Cross work 
in Serbia would leave that country on Oc- 
tober 10, feeling assured that because of 
the measures that had been taken, it was 
unlikely that another epidemic of disease 
would afflict Serbia, particularly as the peo- 
ple themselves were now fully informed of 
the best ways to prevent contagion. 


A terrible accident occurred in New 
York on September 22, when a surface car 
plunged thirty feet into the excavation for 
a subway. The death list was seven. The 
wreck was caused by a dynamite blast which 
caused the pavement to cave in. One hun- 
dred of the passengers on the car went down 
with the car, but comparatively few of 
them received serious injuries. Of the 200 
workmen who were in the excavation at the 
time of the accident, it was announced that 
all but four were accounted for on Septem- 
ber 238. 





— —The United States produces about 
600,000,000 tons of coal a year. According 
to Mr. Wm. H. Bowker, of Boston, this 
coal contains about 7,500,000 tons of nitro- 
gen, or enough to give thirty pounds to each 
improved acre of land in the United States. 
Our country recovers very little nitrogen 
from coal. Approximately 200,000 tons of 
sulphate of ammonia was produced chiefly 
from coal, in 1918, in this country, thus 
preserving 40,000 tons of nitrogen, or 
enough to supply nearly one-half of the 
amount required for the staple crops grown 
in New England. Nitrogen is used for the 
bettering of the soil. 





Germany, in a note on the case of the 
ship William P. Frye, has given the United 
States formal assurance that foreign ves- 
sels carrying conditional contraband will 
under no circumsances be destroyed, even 
though deemed lawful prizes. The right to 
destroy American merchantmen, if carrying 
absolute contraband, is reserved, but the 
promise is given that this will be done only 
in case of extreme necessity as provided by 
the declaration of London. Germany has 
accepted a proposal that a joint commission 
of experts be appointed to fix the indemnity 
for the loss of the Frye and that the dis- 
put which the case produced over the mean- 
ing of the treaty of 1828 be submitted to 
The Hague for settlement. 


One of the striking lessons of the war 
now in progress is the inadequacy of con- 
crete as a building material for fortresses. 
There is an artificial stone made in Offen- 
burg (Baden), Germany, that is distin- 





guished by extreme hardness and resistance 
not only to pressure, but in general to both 
mechanical and chemical influences. It is 
manufactured from a cement, but is after- 
ward fired at a high temperature. Its re- 
sistance to pressure is greater than that of 
concrete, and as to frost stability it stood 
the test of being frozen twenty-five times 
and the plate showed no visible alteration. 
The tests by gunshot were particularly in- 
teresting. The plates remained firm and did 
not crack when fired at by a gun using the 
modern pointed shots at a distance of fifty 
feet. 


Disasters seem to come often these 
days. The newspapers recorded one at Ard- 
more, Oklahoma, September 27. A spark 
from a workman’s hammer ignited a tank 
car of gasoline and from the ruins of two 
city blocks, razed by the resulting explos- 
ion and the fires which followed, thirty-one 
bodies had been recovered late that night. 
The property loss is estimated at $500,000. 
The explosion wrecked an entire block of 
buildings in the heart of town. Along Main 
Street, from the station to the Whittington 
Hotel, every building was demolished and 
on the opposite side of the street the plant 
of Swift and Co., a two-story rooming-house 
and cafe, and other business buildings were 
razed. Over the ruins of these buildings 
and for blocks around the flaming gasoline 
was thrown, starting scores of fires. Fifty 
persons are believed to have been crushed or 
burned to death while pinned under the de- 
bris of stores, wholesale houses and the Ard- 
more railroad station. Two hundred were 
known to be injured and it is thought many 
others will be found under the ruins of 
buildings. 





What purports to be the draft of the 
new treaty which the Panama government 
desires to enter into with the United States 
government was made public in Panama, 
Sept. 26. The treaty, which is intended to 
supplant the original treaty of 1903, con- 
tains twelve articles. The most important of 
these articles govern the transfer to the 
Panama government of all Panama rail- 
road-owned lands in the cities of Panama 
and Colon, except those on which buildings 
have been erected or are used by the rail- 
road, together with the revocation of the 
privileges enjoyed by the railroad by virtue 
of the Columbian contracts, which privileges 
are to be replaced by others to be decided on 
later. Other clauses provide for the exemp- 
tion of machinery and agricultural imple- 
ments manufactured in the United States 
from duty; the regulation of the Panama 
tax system by gradually reducing it; the 
establishment of compulsory military serv- 
ice in Panama, for the defense of the canal, 
in case Panama should be called upon to do 
so; Panama to fight a common. enemy in 
case of war; permission to construct two 
railroads into the interior of the country; 
no intervention in the Panama elections by 
the United States except at the request of 
the president of the republic; the arbitra- 
tion of differences between Panama and the 
United States by a commission composed of 
one member each from the two countries in- 
terested and one each from the republics of 
Brazil, Chile, and Argentina.

NORTH FORK ILLINOIS 

The eight annual session of the North 
Fork Illinois Christian Conference was held 
with the Willow Prairie church, September 
23-26, and was a pleasant, harmonious, and 
profitable meeting. 

Willow Prairie church was organized in 
1887 by Rev. Alvin A. Love, now of Hig- 
ginsport, Ohio, who is fondly remembered 
and highly respected by the church and 
community. 

In 1895 a good frame building was erected 
in the corner of a beautiful grove, in which 
the hand of man has not yet done much to 
change. Here in the shade of the trees 
which grow according to the law of life and 
where building seems to be apart, the breth- 
ren met for worship and for counsel. This 
conference gives much time to and takes 
great interest in the devotional and praise 
services. These services were usually led 
by laymen and the entire conference and 
congregation would enter most heartily and 
fervently into the spirit of the occasion. 

One very sad feature of the conference 
was the severe affliction of its worthy presi- 
dent, Rev. P. Wade. He was stricken with 
paralysis some months ago which effected 
his entire right side, and though able to be 
present and enjoy the fellowship of the con- 
ference, was physically unable to preside. 
It was pathetically beautiful to see with 
what care, tenderness, and devotion his wife 
looked after every detail of his comfort. 
The conference in many ways showed its 
high regard for Brother and Sister Wade, 
giving them material assistance and pre- 
senting them with a copy of The History of 
the Christian Denomination, and the Album 
of Christian Ministers, Churches, Lay- 
Workers, and Colleges. 

Rev. J. D. Wiggins, the vice-president, 
had charge throughout the entire session, 
and was elected president for the year to 
come. He presided well and always im- 
partially and saw to it that the Book Man 
had plenty of time and favorable opportuni- 
ties for presenting his cause. 


At the opening session, Rev. H. D. Catte, 
pastor of the church and the efficient con- 
ference secretary, welcomed the brethren in 
a neat little speech which fairly sparkled 
at times with witticisms and epigramatical 
sentences. He declared that the largest 
hearts he had ever known were members of 
that church; there are hearts (Harts) here, 
said he, that weigh a hundred and seventy- 
five pounds, and a cat (Catte) that would 
weigh as much. 


Brother Catte gave the annual address on 
Friday afternoon, which was full of whole- 
some instruction and emphatic emphasis up- 
on important things. He especially empha- 
sized missions, and insisted that the church- 
es should promptly and liberally respond 
to the call of missions.

To him it is better 
to be a Christian than it is to be a mail 
clerk. 


On Friday a neighborhood dinner was 
served beneath the trees of the church- 
yard. Tables well spread, comfortable seats, 
attentive service, good cheer, Christian fel- 
lowship, sprightly conversation, and a con- 
sciousness of God and the good characteriz- 
ed the hour. It was high noon and the sun 
in the south was the glory and beauty of 
the day and as it split the dense foliage and 
gleamed in slits of golden light down upon 
the people all felt that 


“God was in His heavens 
And all was right with the world.”

Introduction 


We have recently studied something of 
Elisha in connection with Elijah. We re- 
member when and where he was anointed 
as prophet to succeed Elijah. We have 
traced his career up to the time of the 
translation of the senior prophet. Through 
his association with Elijah he became ac- 
quainted with his duties in this new office 
and the prevailing conditions in Judah and 
Israel. Although these two prophets stood 
in the same relation with Israel, they were 
very unlike in disposition and nature. 
Elijah was a rugged son of the wilderness, 
bold and self-denying. Elisha was gentle 
and retiring in his nature and manner; and 
yet just as faithful and devoted to the 
cause of Jehovah as was his distinguished 
predecessor. There were many miracles 
wrought by the hand of Elijah; but twice 
as many by the hand of Elisha. Among the 
most notable was the dividing of the Jor- 
dan; the healing the waters of Jericho; 
the destruction of the mocking children; the 
supply of water for the armies contending 
against the Moabites, and the increasing of 
the widow’s oil. He restored to life the 
Shunammite’s child. He provided food twice 
in the time of famine. The healing of Naa- 
man forms one of the most fascinat- 
ing stories in the Old Testament. It is a 
fine illustration of the power of Christ to 
cleanse away perfectly by faith the malady 
of sin through obedience to the divinely- 
appointed plan of salvation. 





Geography 

Damascus—About 130 miles north of Je- 
rusalem, situated in a fertile plain at the 
foot of Mount Hermon. It was at the head 
as the most important small state of ancient 
Syria, and probably no other city of the 
present day can trace its history so far back 
in the annals of the world. In Bible story 
it is often spoken of under the name of 


Syria. The city was frequently captured 
and plundered by its enemies, but it speed- 
ily reasserted itself, recovered from spoila- 
tion, and became prosperous. Its vitality 
was due in part to the fertility of the sur- 
rounding country, and in part to its being 
on the highway of trade. Caravans be- 
tween Egypt and Phoenicia on the west and 
Palmyria and the Euphrates on the east 
passed through the city. 


Samaria—The Samaria of the New Tes- 
tament was Mount Ephraim of the Old 
Testament. It was here that Ephraim, half 
Manasseh, and Dan had their allotment. It 
is the most open part of the southern section 
of the western highlands, and the easiest 
of access. Abraham came first to this reg- 
ion on-entering the land of Canaan. Jacob 
also, on returning with his family from 
Padan-aram, came this way, and halted 
here for a time. Within its borders occur- 
red many of the great events of Old Testa- 
ment times. After the captivity of the 
northern kingdom, it was, in large measure, 
occupied by an alien people. At the begin- 
ning of the Christian era it had long ceased 
to be regarded as a part of the Holy Land 
and was looked on with disdain as a pollut- 
ed land to be religiously avoided by every 
true son of Israel_—Calkin. 





Comments 


Naaman—means pleasant and beautiful. 
He was the commander-in-chief of the 
armies of Syria. Because of his successes 
in war, he stood high with Benhadad, king 
of Syria. He was honored by the king be- 
cause of his unusual courage and skill as a 
warrior. The manner of warfare at that 
time was a hand-to-hand combat, and one 
who was successful must be a man of great 
physical strength and endurance, hence 
Naaman must have been possessed of great 
physical strength before he was afflicted 
with the leprosy. With all his greatness, 
honor, bravery, skill, and success, he was a 
leper. This was his ruin. It would be only 
a matter of a short time before he would 
be an outcast. The disease of leprosy was 
then and is still one of the most loathsome 
and dreaded diseases. It was widespread, 
being found in almost all lands and climes, 
and was considered incurable. In these re- 
spects it symbolizes sin and was so intended 
in the story here recorded. 


Troops of Syrians entered the territory 
of Israel on plundering expeditions to pro- 
cure whatever spoils they could secure. 
They brought away captive out of Israel a 
little maid. She was torn away from loved 
ones at home and carried away to wait on 
Naaman’s wife in a strange country and 
among a strange people. Only such as have 
had such an experience can understand 
what it means to pass through such suffer- 
ings and heartaches as this little Jewish girl 
suffered. But she, because of her religious 
training in Israel, rose above her surround- 
ings and made known her faith in God. The 
religious instinct in the Jewish mind is so 
strong that it makes little difference what 
his circumstances may be, he will never 
deny his faith nor hide his loyalty to God. 
This is a worthy example for the Christian 
to follow under all conditions. Joseph in 
Egypt and Daniel in Babylon are other not-

alty to the God of their fathers. This girl’s 
service was far different from that render- 
ed by slaves.

She as- 
sured her mistress that the prophet would 
heal her master, if he would only go and 
apply to him. 

Naaman went to the king of Syria as 
soon as he learned of this prospective cure 
and secured his permission and commission 
to the king of Israel. There was every rea- 
son for immediate action in such an urgent 
case, and Naaman lost no time in going to 
secure help. He took a present to Jehoram, 
as was the custom in those times and coun- 
tries. We cannot estimate the value of the 
present. The money was probably weighed

were the standards of weight and value. 
He also took clothing of great value. The 
king of Syria thought it fitting to make the 
request directly to the king of Israel, who 
would at once be able to give Naaman all 
needed information. The king rent his 
clothes in token of great distress of mind. 
Not only was Jehoram powerless to heal the 
disease, but he was not even sufficiently fa- 
miliar with the prophet to direct the leper 
to him. The coming of the Syrian general 
with his retinue was doubtless so noised 
abroad that the news came to Elisha, who 
appears to have had his home in the capital 
city. Elisha expressed a rebuke to the king 
for not knowing that he was in the kingdom 
and able to heal the leper and said, “Let 
him come to me, and he shall know that 
there is a prophet in Israel.” It was to be 
shown that the God of Israel was the true 
God, for the good of the king of Israel, as 
well as for the good of Naaman and the 
kingdom he represented. Jehoram had neg- 
lected the worship of God and needed to be 
reproved for his neglect. 


This magnificent retinue halted at the 
door of the prophet’s house. For two rea- 
sons Elisha sent a messenger. First, he 
wanted Naaman to know that the healing 
was to be wrought by the power of God and 
not by human power; and, second, he want- 
ed Naaman to be humbled so as to accept 
the simple conditions proposed by the proph- 
et. He was to dip seven times, the complete 
and sacred number as used in the Levitical 
observances connected with the cleansing of 
healed lepers. 


According to Naaman’s idea, Elisha had 
not shown him enough deference. He sup- 
posed that Elisha would use some method 
in keeping with his high office as prophet 
and in harmony with the high office of Naa- 
man as a general in the Syrian army. He 
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simply scoffed at the idea of bathing in the 
muddy waters of Jordan, while the waters 
of Abana and Pharpar at home were clear 
and sparkling in comparison. It is ever 
true to the perverted mind of man to try to 
devise some better way for his healing than 
God’s plan. Naaman’s pride had been in- 
jured, he had been insulted, and was very 
angry. His servants did not fully enter 
into his feelings, for they saw the great 
need of a cure and thought that relief from 
any source should be welcomed. In this 
feeling of great need for their master, they 
reasoned with him, and their argument was 
so clear and convincing that they brought 
him to think better of Elisha’s directions. 
He then became humiliated and went down 
into the despised waters of the Jordan. He 
submitted to the directions given by the 
prophet, obeyed, and was healed. It was 
divine power that wrought the cure in re- 
sponse to the spirit of obedience that the 
seeker manifested. [It manifested to Syria 
that the God of Israel was a God of power. 
When Naaman realized that he was healed, 
he returned to bestow a present on the 
prophet, but the prophet would receive noth- 
ing for what had been done. Naaman was 
led to believe in the God of Israel by the 
demonstration of His healing power.

DEAR MR. WICKER:—At its recent annual 
meeting the Japan Mission unanimously 
voted as follows, and I take great pleasure 
in forwarding the invitation: 

“That the Mission requests the pleasure 
of the presence of the Secretary of Sunday- 
schools of The American Christian Conven- 
tion at the time of the forthcoming World’s 
Sunday-School Convention in Tokyo.” 

I can assure you that you will have a 
most hearty welcome from the Mission 
workers, both foreign and Japanese, and 
that we will all do our best to make it 
possible for you to be of great service to 
the work while here, and to get such a prac- 
tical knowledge of the conditions and needs 
of the work as to add greatly to your in- 
fluence towards the mission idea when you 
have returned. 

Other bodies are finding it more and more 
profitable to arrange for frequent visits to 
their foreign fields on the part of their lead- 
ers in all branches of the church work, and 
we believe that our own work, both at home 
and in Japan and Porto Rico, will be en- 
livened and benefited by such visits from 
different ones of our leading workers.

In a letter from Rev. E. C. Fry occurs 
this interesting item: “Recently a young 
farmer of this province was handed a tract 
on the train. Reading it aroused his inter- 
est so much that on Sunday, August 29, 
he walked eight miles to the nearest church 
(our Yaita church), and asked to be taught 
Christianity.” But that man had an easy 
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time compared with Abd-ul Kerim, a con- 
vert in India, who traveled clear to Cairo, 
Egypt, often in peril of his life, to learn 
of Christianity and fit himself to teach it. 





A letter from Rev. D. P. Barrett says: 
“Miss Williams is doing some hard work 
these days, and it always tells. Her class 
of boys in the Sunday-school is a fine class, 
and promises to be better all the time.” 





Great floods are reported in South China, 
entailing immense loss and hardship. Fires 
ravaged part of Canton, just as they did 
Dayton in flood time. The Chinese of other 
parts of the republic are responding with 
unusual alacrity and generosity. The hero- 
ism of the flood victims is remarked upon 
by observers. 





Now that the European powers are at 
war, and all restraint has been removed 
from the Turks, the Armenian and Greek 
Christians are being murdered by hundreds. 
The atrocities committed are more terrible 
and revolting than those of past years in 
the bloody, treacherous dealings of the 
Turks with the Armenians. It is said that 
the Turkish ruler has resolved to entirely 
exterminate Christians from his realm. 
Christian nations ought to be protesting and 
doing something more to save the lives of 
half a million people marked for death. 





There is a large delegation of the officers 
of the Presbyterian Foreign Mission Board 
visiting that denomination’s missions in the 
Orient. Various aspects of mission work 
are being thoroughly studied; and already 
reports of the great benefits of that delega- 
tion’s work are being sent home. Our Ja- 
pan Mission has sent a memorial to the 
Mission Board and brotherhood asking that 
a delegation of our brethren be sent to 
Japan at the time of the World’s Sunday- 
School Convention. Plans are already in 
mind for making the best possible use of 
such delegates as may go to Japan. 


NO MORAL BACKBONE IN BUDDHISM 


Mr. F. D. Phinney, of the American Bap- 
tist Mission Press in Rangoon, tells the fol- 
lowing story: 


In 1912 he and Dr. McGuire issued a 
booklet on Buddha, Buddhism, and Burma, 
which created quite a disturbance, to the 
alarm of some of the missionaries, but 
brought no serious harm in its train. This 
book brought to Mr. Phinney a Burman 
Buddhist who wanted to know more about 
the things written in the book. He spoke 
English fairly well and had been in govern- 
ment employ, but was then editor of a pa- 
per. He came several times for advice or 
information and said that those who wanted 
to prosecute Mr. Phinney for slandering 
Buddha were now prosecuting the trustees 
of the pagoda into whose hands they had 
given the money for the purpose, because 
those trustees would neither prosecute nor 
give back the money. The man then spoke 
of numerous other Burman organizations 
that were in court for misuse of funds and 
wanted to know why it was that an Eng- 
lishman, even one who gambled and drank, 
could be trusted to manage institutions with 
the money of others, whereas no Burman 
had as yet ever made a success of an in- 
corporated company even with full barris- 
ters-at-law in charge. Mr. Phinney told 
him the difference was due to the fact that 
there was ingrained in the white man an 
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idea of moral responsibility and that the 
Burman was lacking in moral backbone be- 
cause of the religious tenets held for gen- 
erations. 


A little later the man came back again, 
saying that he wanted to write an article 
in his paper on moral backbone and asked 
Mr. Phinney how to translate those words 
into Burmese. Mr. Phinney went to work 
on the matter and found that it was almost 
impossible to say those words in Burmese, 
for there was no equivalent in that langu- 
age. It is evident, as Mr. Phinney says, 
that these people cannot have that which 
they have no name for and Christianity will 
be required to develop it.—Missions.

Mountain-top experiences! Giants of 
intellect and spiritual power were leaders 
of every hour. Our church had a 
rally of three women to drink from 
this fountain of strength. How we longed 
for the presence of fifty other women from 
the Erie Conference to see and hear those 
great teachers! Instruction, inspiration, en- 
thusiasm pervaded the atmosphere. What 
an opportunity for missionary education in 
methods of activity for the coming year! 

The study books were presented as only 
Helen B. Montgomery and Nellie G. Prescott 
can do. Mrs. H. M. Steele, of Nashville, on 
methods, clearly indicated plans for officers 
and members, explained the use of litera- 
ture, programs, and other details helping 
local societies to contribute their best to the 
state and national organizations. 

The School of Missions, under the auspices 
of the Federation of Woman’s Foreign Mis- 
sion Boards, was a great success. Nearly 
twelve hundred women were registered. 
The week previous the Home Missions Coun- 
cil had the record of fourteen hundred in 
attendance. 

The School of Religion, in session at the 
same time, gave us the privilege of hearing 
lectures on “Christianity and International- 
ism,” by Shailer Mathews, Bishop Bashford, 
Frank W. Gunsaulus, Chas. E. Jefferson, L. 
C. Barnes, Dr. E. A. Steiner, Hon. Amos P. 
Wilder, and others. The missionary prob- 
lems of the present day were looked upon as 
opportunities of the home church to give to 
non-Christian people everywhere the bene- 
fits so long a blessing to Christian people. 
The Mission to the Lepers and efforts for 
the immigrants were presented as interde- 
nominational service. Rev. Mr. Danner’s 
work for lepers aroused great interest. 

Bible study—mission study—Christianity 
in and for nations—war and peace, were 
topics presented by the great leaders, mak- 
ing a full week. 





EDUCATION

RHODE ISLAND AND MASSACHUSETTS 
CONFERENCE 

It is a matter of sincere gratification to 
be able to state that the condition of our 
educational institutions is unexcelled in the 
history of the Church. Elon College, with 
greatly increased facilities, has been obliged 
to limit its enrollment to four hundred, that 
the efficiency of the work should not be ad- 
versely affected by over attendance. De- 
fiance opens with an increased enrollment 
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and with prospects of the best year in its 
history. Palmer has raised within the last 
few months nearly $35,000 and will begin at 
once the erection of a new dormitory and 
gymnasium. Palmer has been hampered 
since its removal to Albany by the serious 
lack of accommodation for non-resident 
students. This building will doubtless open 
a new page of history for the college. Jireh 
College is also enlarging its dormitory ca- 
pacity with a view to increased attendance. 
Dr. C. B. Hershey has assumed the presi- 
dency of Union Christian College and we 
hope for larger things from this historic 
institution of the Church under his guid- 
ance. Franklinton will begin work this fall 
in the new building, which is a credit to the 
Church, and one of the finest school-build- 
ings in the South for the colored race. 
Starkey maintains the reputation for Chris- 
tian scholarship it has attained in the past. 
Efforts are being made by the president and 
all associated with the Christian Biblical 
Institute to enable it to serve the denomina- 
tion more effectually, not only by increasing 
the scholastic standing of the institution, 
but by securing the attendance of a greater 
number of our young men who are looking 
toward the ministry. It is naturally the 
theological center of the Church and the 
Church at large would do well to see that 
its ministerial candidates should receive at 
least a part of their training there. 

In the North, the cost of securing an edu- 
cation is being materially lessened through 
the agency of Kirton Hall, and the excellent 
facilities of board and room it is affording 
our students in Canada. Kirton Hall also 
contributes to the conservation of denomina- 
tional life by seeking to foster a denomina- 
tional spirit. 

There are invested in our schools in build- 
ing and endowment $1,550,036.23. There 
are enrolled in all our educational institu- 
tions according to last reports, 1,250 stu- 
dents, of whom 100 are preparing for the 
gospel ministry. 

The neglect of the Christian Church early 
in its history to foster schools of learning 
where Christian education might be secured 
at nominal cost and under the most advan- 
tageous conditions has been one of the most 
marked deterrent factors in its life story. 
The loss is doubtless irreparable. That 
such marked development has taken place 
in the last quarter of a century is evidence, 
however, that the Christian Church is seek- 
ing to regain its place in the Church in its 
onward march of conquest. Nothing is more 
certain than that the Church with the 
equipped leadership will make the largest 
contribution to the growth of the kingdom. 
Principles are necessary, are indeed vital 
to progress, ever. But principles must be 
in the hands of men who know how to 
project and maintain them according to the 
spirit of the times to which they are to be 
applied. Only men of trained mind and ex- 
perience born of contact with those of large 
culture and profound wisdom will suceed in 
the race. This is the very first business of 
the Church. 

Apart from personal consecration nothing 
will count as will this. Where the Church 
has failed it has been due to inadequately 
equipped leadership. Where success has 
visited it, it may be traced to men who with 
large, clear vision, firm faith, sane judg- 
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ment, and a knowledge of men have stood 
at the front and have pointed out the way 
of victory. No Church can build permanent- 
ly that neglects its leadership in pulpit and 
pew. It may for some reason burst forth 
in a splendor of glory, but it will be 
meteoric. 

We cannot but point out the gravity of 
the mistake some of our churches are mak- 
ing in giving support to our colored school 
alone. This is one of the large opportunities 
of the Christian Church. It is a real home 
missionary project. Franklinton is splendid 
with promise. It must be supported more 
adequately than it is. But sentiment must 
not. affect our good judgment. It surely is 
not wise to provide leadership for the col- 
ored race as Franklinton is doing and neg- 
lect our white membership. Some of our 
churches are, however, doing that. Breth- 
ren, let us give all the support we are at 
present doing to Franklinton, and more; 
but for the sake of our Church and the 
sake of Franklinton, as well, which must 
for some time depend upon the support of 
their white brethren, let us not forget our 
larger schools and colleges. 


The present condition of our Church in 
the East has for some time given the breth- 
ren of our eastern conferences serious 
thought. The feeling more or less widely 
expressed, has been current that if the 
Church in New England did not see to its 
future leadership it must inevitably be lost. 
Strenuous efforts were made to secure stu- 
dents for our western schools. Two diffi- 
culties presented themselves. It was found 
to be almost impossible to get the consent 
of young men and women to leave the east- 
ern schools by which they were surrounded 
and which appealed to them; and should any 
consent to go they almost invariably remain- 
ed to serve western churches. 


Forced by the logic of circumstances, as 
it seemed to those responsible for the move- 
ment, a commission was appointed at the 
New England Christian Convention in 1914, 
to inquire into the possibility of securing 
some sort of standing in some of our east- 
ern schools, whereby a student body of men 
preparing for the Christian ministry could 
be gathered together and receive education- 
al training for the work. It would seem 
that such an arrangement might be made 
with Bangor Seminary, Maine. Already, as 
we are informed, three students have enroll- 
ed, and will take work there for the Chris- 
tian ministry.

NEW ENGLAND LETTER 


York and Cumberland Conference—The 
annual session of this conference for this 
year, was held with the Freedom, N. H., 
church, on September 24-26. 

The Field Secretary was able to be 
present at only a part of the meetings, and 
thus can report only in part, but enough 
was observed to get the assurance that the 
session would be a profitable as well as a 
delightful experience for all who could be 
there. 

The session opened at two o’clock with 
President Heikes in the chair. After devo- 
tional exercises, the chief matters of the af- 
ternoon, were reports of the churches. These 
were both written and oral and were full of 
interest, showing the activities and aspira- 
tions of the Lord’s people as represented in 
these churches.

If the churches cannot be de- 
veloped to pay more money for the support 
of the pastor, some outside assistance will 
have to be furnished, in order to enable the 
men to properly carry on their work. 

he evening service was under the aus- 
pices of the Woman’s Missionary Society, 
the president, Mrs. Bennett, of Freedom, be- 
ing in charge. 

Rev. Dr. C. Summerbell, of Wolfboro, 
preached a sermon, and this was followed 
by an address on missions by the Field Sec- 
retary. Rev. C. H. Fisher, of Center Lovell, 
with Mrs. Fisher, sang effectively two songs 
of gospel messages emphasizing the mission 
truth, and Miss Boothby read the Scripture 
lesson. The session on Saturday was be- 
gun with a social meeting, led by Rev. A. 
Fielder, of Danbury, Conn. 

The message given by Bro. Fielder was 
that of the joy of service and life in Christ 
as ‘suggested by the word of the Lord on the 
“vine and branches,” and he urged all to 
“brighten up” and thus serve to show forth 
the blessing of our faith. Following this 
the matters of business connected with the 
Conference work was taken up. 

In the afternoon, the conference work was 
deferred to give way for a funeral service, 
which was conducted by Bro.

The Field Secretary and Dr. Summerbell 
were entertained at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bennett, devoted members of the 
church, and it is one of the happy features 
of attendance at these conference sessions 
that we are permitted to get the acquaint- 
ance and enjoy the fellowship of such souls, 
— workers in the vineyard of the 
Lord. 


Freedom is about eight miles from Moun- 
tain View, the nearest railroad station, and 
the people of the church were at the sta- 
tion to meet the visitors and carry them in 
their automobiles to the church. 

The following were elected as officers for 
the conference: President, Rev. Levi Fer- 
guson; Vice-President, Rev. N. T. Ridlon; 
Secretary and Treasurer, Mr. W. G. Moul- 
ton; Assistant Secretary, Mr. B. A. Moul-

Bennett. 

The officers of the Conference Woman’s 
Missionary Society elected were: Mrs. Liz- 
zie Bennett, of Freedom, president; Mrs. 
Georgia Winn, of South Berwick, vice-pres- 
ident, and Miss Boothby, of Saco, treasurer. 

This society has more members than it 
has had for many years. The society voted 
$5.00 to the Field Secretary work, $10.00 to 
Bishop Cottage, and $45.00 to be divided be- 
tween Home and Foreign Missions. 

The Missionary Society connected with 
the conference held its annual meeting on 
Saturday. This society is incorporated in 
Maine and was obliged to hold its business 
session in that State, so that enough of the 
brethren took a ride a few miles over the 
border and transacted its essential business 
in that State Saturday afternoon.

Rhode Island and Massachusetts Confer- 
ence—This body held its annual session as 
scheduled with the North church, Fall Riv- 
er, on Tuesday and Wednesday, September 
28, 29.

EXEMPTING PUBLIC BONDS FROM 
TAXATION 





Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the State of Ohio: 

Section 1. A proposition shall be submitted 
to the electors of the State of Ohio, on the first 
Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 
1915, to amend Article XII of the Constitution 
of the State of Ohio by the addition of Section 
12, to read as follows: 


JOINT RESOLUTION. 


Proposing a supplement to article XII of 
the constitution of the state of Ohio, by 
the addition of a section to be desig- 
nated section 12 of article XII, relative 
to the exemption of bonds from taxation. 

Be it resolved by the General Assembly of 
the State of Ohio, Three-fifths of the members 
elected to both houses concurring therein: 

That there shall be submitted to the electors 
of this state in the manner provided by law, 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in 
November, 1915, a proposal to supplement 
article XII by an additional section to be des- 
ignated section 12, article XII of the consti- 
tution of Ohio to read as follows: 

Section 12. Bonds of the state of Ohio, or 
of any subdivision or district thereof, author- 
ized by law te issue bonds, issued on or after 
January 1, 1916, shall be exempt from taxation. 

Be it further resolved, That at such election 
above referred to this supplement shall be 
placed on the official ballot, in the manner pro- 
vided by law and designated as follows: “TO 
EXEMPT BONDS ISSUED ON OR AFTER 
JANUARY 1, 1916, OF THE STATE OF 
OHIO, OR ANY SUB-DIVISION OR DIS- 
TRICT THEREOF AUTHORIZED BY LAW 
TO ISSUE BONDS, FROM TAXATION,” or 
in other language sufficiently clear to designate 
it. If adopted this supplement shall take effect 
on the first day of January, 1916.

HOME-COMING AT OLD UNION 
CHURCH 


The Old Union Christian church, located 
two and one-half miles from Taylorsville, 
in Bartholomew County, Ind., the oldest 
church of the Central Indiana Christian 
Conference, held an all-day service and 
basket dinner or Home-coming meeting, 
August 29, 1915. 

A history had been prepared by the clerk 
of the church and read at the home-coming 
meeting. It was voted for it to be sent to 
THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY. The his- 
tory is as follows: 

The Old Union Christian church was or- 
ganized in an early day, perhaps a century 
or more ago, when this country was a dense 
forest, with only a few small patches of 
timber cut out on which was built a little 
log cabin, which were the homes of the old 
pioneers of that day and time, when those 
dear old people worshiped the true and liv- 
ing God and had no other gods before them. 

This church was a result of cottage 
prayer-meetings, which were held at the 
different homes in the community, when 
they had no buggies or surries or automo- 
biles to ride in. They went on horseback, 
or on foot, or put their families in a two- 
horse wagon and went happily on their way 
to their neighbors’ home to prayer-meeting. 

As time rolled on they decided to build a 
meeting-house in which they might worship. 
They went in the woods, and felled the trees 
and did neither spare walnut nor poplar until 
they had enough logs cut and hewed to build 
a log house. This house stood about forty 
rods north of this place. This church only 
had a few small window panes to let the 
light of sunshine in. And for the lights 
at night, they used home-made candles or 
torches. 

The seats were made of small logs, hewed 
smooth on one side, with supports to make 
them a comfortable height. The room was 
warmed by a large fire-place, which reached 
almost across one end of the room. 

When their house was completed, and 
their church organized, they decided on 
these principles: 

We believe the Scriptures of the Old and 
New Testaments to be a revelation of God’s

will to man, and the only infallible rule of 
faith and practice. 


We do hereby covenant together to have 
the ordinances of the gospel administered 
among us. And we will endeavor to keep 
the unity of the Spirit in the bonds of peace. 


Their hearts were so united in love, and 
they worked together so harmoniously, that 
they thought they could give their church

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no more suitable name than OLD UNION. 
The name we still hold and love. 


This house was used for a place to wor- 
ship in until about the year 1835, when they 
built a frame building on the ground on 
which this house now stands. This building 
was 32x40 feet, and faced the west, with 
three windows and a small door on the 
south side, and four windows on the north 
side, with twelve panes to the window. 


The entrance door was to the west, with 
only one wide aisle through the center, with 
pulpit at the east end of the room. This 
house was warmed by one huge box-stove, 
with a drum attached above, and consumed 
a great amount of wood. It was lighted by 
night with tallow candles, in candlesticks, 
that hung on the wall, and by six small coal- 
oil lamps that stood on posts in different 
parts of the room, which were placed there 
for that purpose. 

The seats were home-made, of the very 
best of yellow poplar, and were never cover- 
ed with paint or varnish. 

The little bench which set just in front 
of the pulpit, that was called the mourner’s 
bench, or altar, was about eight feet long, 


“twelve inches wide, and eighteen inches 


high. This bench served for a seat when 
any one came forward to give the heart to 
God, and the hand to the church. It was 
asked how many there were present in the 
audience who took a stand for Christ, and 
sat on this little bench, in that old frame 
house, and received the right hand of fel- 
lowship and so became members of Old 
Union church. Fourteen arose. This caused 
us to rejoice and take courage, to see so 
many who had witnessed for Christ and the 
church, and had been His followers for so 
many years. 

One of the most noted years in the his- 
tory of this church was the year 1875. Bro. 
A. S. Downey was our pastor, and called 
to his assistance in a revival meeting Bro. 
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John Markwell, a good, conscientious, spir- 
itual man of God, who delivered many soul- 
stirring sermons. He, together with the 
pastor, was the means of getting many to 
see their lost condition and accept Christ 
as their Savior, and there were about fifty 
added to the church. 

It was arranged that Brother Markwell 
would again be with us to deliver a sermon 
on baptism, and to help baptize the converts, 
on the fifth Sunday in May, 1875, and the 
dear Lord blessed us with an ideal day. 
Long before the time for the services to 
begin, the old frame church was {filled and 
many waiting on the outside for entrance. 
It was then suggested to go to Brother 
Stroder Bozell’s grove, just a few rods 
northwest of the church, and hold the serv- 
ices there, which was done. 

Brother Markwell and Brother Downey 
delivered fine sermons to a large and aiten- 
tive people, who remained in their vehicles, 
many of them farm wagons. 

After the service in the grave was over, 
we went to the river of Flat Rock, two 
miles from the grove, and the procession 
was fully one and one-half miles long. A 
large number obeyed Christ’s command, and 
were buried by baptism. Your writer was 
one of that number. There are still a few 
of that number living who honor Him by 
their service. 

The same unity of spirit prevailed, and 
we worshiped in this frame house until in 
the year 1884, when it was revealed to us 
that the time had come when we needed a 
better and larger house in which to worship. 

The officers of the church when this house 
was erected were as follows: Joseph Steen- 
bargar, elder; Eli Pence, Benjamin Frank- 
lin Pence, William Stover, deacons; Roy 
Heflin, Levi Bozell, Joseph Steenbarger, 
Henry Lambart, William Schooler, trustees 
and building committee. Mary Downey, 
Catherine Heflin, Priscillar Bozell were ap- 
pointed as a committee to raise the money 
among the sisters, to pay for the bell, to 
carpet the floor, and to get the lights, which 
consisted of two chandeliers, the one with 
four lamps and the other with six, to burn 
coal oil, and one hanging lamp, which still 
remains in its place. 

Rev. A. S. Downey was our pastor. John 
T. Pence, church clerk. These officers and 
committees, with the cooperation of the en- 
tire church, worked faithfully until they 
had this brick building, which is 36x46 feet, 
with slate roof, completed and neatly 
furnished. a 

It was dedicated on the fifth Sunday in 
October, 1884, with all the expenses paid 
and pledged. Brother D. A. Long, of Yel- 
low Springs, Ohio, delivered the dedicatory 
sermon, using for his text, “Almost thou 
persuadest me to be a Christian.” 

I cannot give a statement of the church 
membership of the first sixty years of its 
existence, on account of the old records be- 
ing lost. Yet, I will endeavor to give a cor- 
rect record of the number of members, in 
the last forty years, which is as follows: 
Number united with this church, 300; num- 
ber dismissed by letter, 55; number dismiss- 
ed for immoral conduct, 10; number lost by 
moving out of the bounds of church, 57; 
number lost by death, 68; number present 
membership, 112. 


The officers of the church at this present 
time are as follows: James B. Bozell, 
Charley Bozell, Raphiel Miller, deacons; 
Gerrah Chambers, Mary C. Pence, Charley 
Bozell, Spiritual Committee; William Hef- 
lin, William Kyle, Ivory Ray Bozell, George 
E. Long, Clarance E. Winn, trustees; Char- 
ley Bozell, Ivory Ray Bozell, Benjamin 
Franklin Roupp, stewards; James B. Bozell, 
treasurer; B. W. Stoddard, pastor; Mary C. 
Pence, church clerk. 


We have preaching on the first and fifth 
Sundays of the month by our pastor. We 
have a very good Sunday-school, superin- 
tended by James B. Bozell, with an average 
attendance of about fifty-three, and a Chris- 
tian Endeavor Society, with Brother Ray 
Bozell, president. We also have mid-week 
prayer-meeting, and a Ladies’ Aid Society, 
which is a great help financially. 


I have the names of twenty-two of God’s 
chosen messengers, who have been for a 
period of time pastor of this church in the 
last century, which I will now give as fol- 
lows: Elijah Dawson, Henry White, John 
Ashley, William Harper, Thomas Hendric- 
son, George Cummins, George Bozell, Sam- 
uel Pavy, P. J. Baker, Amos S. Downey, 
Abner L. Carney, A. J. Alison, George W. 
Winters, Ephraim K. Pond, D. O. Coy, Wil- 
liam Freeman, J. C. Orebaugh, Roy E. 
Lucas, W. H. Martin, W. P. Kibbey, J. H. 
Walker, B. W. Stoddard. 

Of the twenty-two pastors mentioned, 
there are only seven living to preach the 
gospel, and to tell the old, sweet story of 
the Cross, and to warn sinners to flee the 
wrath that is to come.

THE RECENT PURITY CONGRESS 


July 18-24 the Ninth International Purity 
Congress was held in San Francisco, Cal. 
There were ninety-six speakers on the pro- 
gram. The addresses covered nearly every 
phase of modern reform. Special emphasis 
was placed upon the white slave traffic, com- 
mercialized vice, venereal diseases, the need 
of sex instruction, and the demand for new 
legislation and the enforcement of existing 
laws. 





Over one hundred delegates and speakers 
met at the Union Station, Chicago, July 12, 
and took a special train over the Burling- 
ton Route for the Purity Congress. Many 
others joined us en route. Before reaching 
our destination representatives from nearly 
every State and many foreign countries 
were on our train. Many special sight-see- 
ing trips had been carefully planned for us 
at Lincoln, Denver, Colorado Springs, Salt 
Lake City, and other points of interest. The 
pleasure of studying western life and the 
scenic beauty and grandeur of the Rockies 
was surpassed only by the more enduring 
and profitable pleasure of being associated 
for five days with a large number of the 
leading lecturers, reformers, educators, and 
Christian workers of this age. 





The World’s Purity Federation started 
seventeen years ago as a national organiza- 
tion. Later, Canada federated with us. 
Four years ago it was made a world move- 
ment. At the first congress, B. S. Stead- 
well, LaCross, Wis., was elected president. 
At each succeeding congress he has been re- 
elected. It is quite probable that no organ- 
ization has ever accomplished so much good 
with so little money as has this organiza- 
tion; When this movement started, society 
was dominated by a false modesty and 
prudery regarding every phase of personal 
and social purity and sex. Medical books 
and journals were advocating sex necessity 
for men. The people were being kept in 
ignorance concerning the ravages of the ve- 
nereal diseases. The white slave traffic 
was rapidly becoming a serious menace. 
Children were allowed to go to the vicious 
and ignorant classes for their information 
concerning all matters of sex. To the 
World’s Purity Federation, more than to 
any other agency, is due the credit of all 
of our State, federal, and international 
white slave traffic laws; the modern teach- 
ing of equal purity for men and women, 
the exposure of the perils of the venereal 
plagues, the opposition to commercialized 
vice, and the present interest in purity and 
sex instruction for children and youths. 





The selection of San Francisco as the 
place for holding the Ninth International 
Purity Congress proved to be a very serious 
mistake. At the time of our congress there 
were more than twenty other conventions 
being held. It was not possible for the 
dailies to do any one of them justice. The 
interest of the visitors and citizens was di- 
vided. Necessarily all conventions had to 
put up with small attendance and meager 
publicity. At previous congresses we have 
had large attendance and a large publicity 
given to all important addresses and vital 
deliberations of organization. In the past 
our congresses have accomplished more good 
through the press than through the audi- 
ences present. Little publicity had been given 
in the city prior to our arrival. Evidently, all 
who were in any sense responsible for the 
vice conditions of the city were afraid that 
our detectives and speakers might expose 
the social and moral conditions of the city. 
In the main, the newspaper reports were 
small and unfriendly. Under these condi- 
tions it was not possible to hold a great 
congress or to accomplish the usual amount 
of good. Many large cities in the United 
States and Canada presented invitations for 
the next congress. 





In view of the European war and the 
more than 800 other conventions during the 


THE 
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year at San Francisco, it was unusually dif- 
ficult for the president to secure the de- 
sired number of speakers for the congress. 
Of the ninety-six who accepted a place on 
the program, fully seventy were present and 
gave their addresses. With the exception 
of a small number of fadists and a few with 
only a limited experience in the work of 
social, vital, and moral reform, the speakers 
were experienced, capable, and efficient lead- 
ers. Among the speakers were John G. 
Shearer, D. D., and T. Albert Moore, D. D., 
of Canada. Brazil, Japan, Africa, and 
Persia were each represented by an able 
speaker. Had it not been for the war, many 
other countries would have had speakers. 
The United States furnished a decided ma- 
jority of the speakers, among whom were 
Anthony Comstock, Mrs. Kate Waller Bar- 
rett, Dr. David Starr Jordan, and Bishop 
Edwin H. Hughes.—Practical Eugenics. 


THE LAYMEN’S MISSIONARY MOVE- 
MENT OF THE UNITED STATES 
AND CANADA 


The Laymen’s Missionary Movement was 
organized in New York, November 15, 1906. 
Its chief aim is the enlistment of laymen 
for the world-wide extension of the King- 
dom of Christ. It seeks to enrich the spir- 
itual life of men, that they may be con- 
structive factors in extending the Kingdom 
of Christ. It seeks to bring all the men of 
all churches together on a common plat- 
form to consider the whole problem of 
Christianity in the world and plan for its 
solution. It has the confidence and active 
cooperation of the churches of North Amer- 
ica. In its summer conference at Lake Ge- 
neva, from July 28 to August 1, there were 
seventeen communions that sent delegates 
from eighteen States and from eight for- 
eign countries. 

It does not administer missionary funds 
or work, but helps to enlarge and strength- 
en the regular work of all churches; the 
churches are greatly indebted to it for the 
adoption of the best methods of missionary 
education and of church missionary finance. 
It has helped to increase the contributions 
of North American churches to missionary 
purposes and also to their own local ex- 
penses by millions of dollars. It employs 
the full time of twelve men to direct and 
supervise the work. It is supported by the 
voluntary contributions of a small number 
of men and women, some of whom contrib- 
ute individually the total support of one 
secretary; there are eleven denominational 
Laymen’s Missionary Movements in the 
United States and Canada employing four- 
teen secretaries. 

The National Campaign of 1909-1910, sev- 
enty-five conventions were held with an av- 
erage of 1,000 registered delegates at each 
convention, culminating in a National Con- 
gress at Chicago. 

The National Campaign of 1915-16, which 
will begin in Chicago on October 14-17, and 
close in Washington, D. C., with a Nation- 
al Missionary Congress, April 25-28, 1916, 
with conventions in about 100 leading cities, 
with five teams of speakers, with plans for 
conservation and extension. 


The main objectives of this campaign will 


To consider new world conditions and 
America’s enlarged responsibility. 

To study the missionary progress of re- 
cent years. 

To project plans looking toward the ac- 
complishment of our whole missionary duty. 

To emphasize the adequacy of the gospel 
to meet modern social conditions. 

To increase the spiritual power and effi- 
ciency of the local church. To secure the 
general use of the best methods of mission- 
ary education and finance. 


To inspire laymen to take their part in 
the extension of the Kingdom of Christ. 
Why Northern Indiana and Illinois, as 
well as Michigan, laymen should attend the 
Chicago Convention: 
Because it will be first and possibly best. 


Because the five teams of speakers will 
all be there. 

Because if you are a pastor you can in- 
spire your laymen to attend other conven- 
tions, as well as have a complete under- 
standing of its purpose yourself. 

_ Because we stand for Union of all Chris- 
tians, this is an opportunity to prove it. 

So meet me in Chicago, October 14-17, 
1915.

The tenth annual session of the Woman’s 
Home and Foreign Missionary Convention 
of the Christian Church for the State of 
Virginia convened in the New Hope Chris- 
tian church at Berkley, Virginia, on Septem- 
ber 23d to 26th, inclusive. Many visitors 
and delegates were in attendance; promi- 
nent among those were Dr. S. A. Howell, 
President of the General Convention of the 
Church; Rev. J. E. Samuels, B. D., General 
Field Secretary and Commissioner of Mis- 
sions; Rev. J. W. Patton, B. A., Asst.
